A raost 
serviceable commentary, illustrated with short dissertations upon the history 
of the different series, and the myths of the more interesting designs, 
interspersed with curious remarks upon the artists and collectors, making the 
work still an invaluable companions and guide in the study. The numerous 
plates, by Allan, of Edinburgh, are etched in a very sketchy st;/le, but are 
done with considerable taste, and an accurate understanding of the subjects 
to be drawn. From their slight depth, these engravings are often in very poor 
condition, which has given rise to the unfavourable opinion generally 
entertained of their nerit. "

INTRODUCTION. 



IT is lefs from compliance with the common practice of Authors, than from a fenfe of propriety and 
necefllty, that I fit down to fay fomething on the fubjefil, ufe, and nature of this work, and of the 
very numerous Collection to which it refers* 



To the Lovers of the fine Arts I fpeak ; to thefe alone this Work and Cabinet are dedicated. 
I therefore flatter my felf that the liberal fpirit of this enlightened age, which fuggeftcd to and encouraged 
Mr. Tajfie to form a general collection of this kind, will not lefs approve of a well-meant attempt to make it 
ferviceable and of eafy accefs in every point of view, for which gems and engravings on hard ftones, 
their fimilar imprcmons, and the w r oiks and maflerpieces of different ages are ftudicd, collected, and held 
in cfleem.

I fliall wave, therefore, what their own learning and tafle difpenfes with, I mean general praife and 
commendation of the polite Arts, and the art of Engraving in particular ; for I could not poftibly 
fay any thing new to them on this fubjedt, and lefs fo could I flatter my felf with a prefumptuous 
hope thus to preach Learning and Tafte into the minds and feelings of the lefs favoured cavilling 
profane, who, deftitute of either, will fometimes glory in their ignorance. 

Indeed, the polite Arts are, and always were, the bloffoms and fruits of enlightened ages and public 
profperity, and this is particularly the cafe of the art of engraving on hard and precious ftones, which 
more than any other is an art of refined intellectual luxury. Its origin can hardly be traced to any 
particular nation of antiquity, for its firft mechanical rudiments ; that is to fay, the art of grinding, polifhing, 
boring, and fhaping hard ftones into various forms, was certainly taught by Neccfiity, the great 
Mother of Invention, to many tribes of Savages, who had never any intercom rfe \ nor can we as 

yet.

improved the above rude art of necefiity into an art of" tafte and luxury. 

Stone hatchets, points of arrows, or other miffile weapons, chifTels and ornaments of the fame form, often 
cyj ioufly cut, poliirved, and perforated, and yet made of flint, prophyry, and bafaltes, jafper, and other very 
hard ftones, are found alike in the fepulchral monuments of the raoft ancient Savages of Europe and 
Afia ; of whom, on that account, we are fully warranted to fay what Tacltus y that excellent 
obferver, relates of one of their tribes, the ancient Germans : ** That they were unacquainted and unprovided 
** with metals*," which would have furniihed them with better materials for tools and weapons. 

The fame kind of ftone weapons, tools, and ornaments, are, for fimilar reafons, at this very day, 
formed and v. fed by many of the lately difcovcrcd South Sea I (landers ; who, in confequence of their 
fcqueftered fituation, are ftill many ages behind the European and Afiatic nations, being ft ill in an infant 
(late of culture with regard to arts and their improvements, and till very lately unacquainted with the 
ufe of metals, though no more naturally deltkute of iron f than the Germans have proved fnice 
the times of Tacitus* 

Thefe South-Sea Iflanders, like our barbarous anceflors in Europe, generally fet a high value 
upon thefe hi ft efTays of art. Are not they actually the moft precious and coftly things they are 
poffefled of? Their fafety, and moft of their ufeful art* depend upon them ; and the trouble of making 
one finglc ftone hatchet muft be very great indeed ; for in that felf- taught infant ftate of the 
art, they have nothing but the active powers of their hands, with fund and other hard ftones, 
to conquer thealmoft invincible hardnefs of the materials. Their fcarcity, fine colour, and fmooth polifti, 
muft give them an additional value; nor is it in any way to be wondered at, that bright and high- 
coloured ftones in particular (hould catch the eye of Savages, who are always fond of gaudy colours and 
ornaments ; or that Jugglers, Priefts, and Quacks, who have always made the moft of the fuperftitions 
and ignorance of the people, (hould have loon made them into Amulets, and Talifmans. 

In thefe works of the firft infancy of the art, we have nothing to admire but the equal powers of man- 
kind, let them live ever fo remote from each other; the fimitarity of the effects of iiercfiiry ; the 
invincible patience wherewith they are executed; and the aftoniftiing neatnefs with which many 
of them are finifhed. I have feen battle-axes of flint, porphyry, and bafaltes, which were found 
in the inner parts of German v, near Engern, Hamelin, Tunderen, and Haflcnbeck, on the Wefer, in 
the very fields and forefts where Germanicus fought a fuecefsful battle againft the Cherufeians |(,

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the ancient inhabitants of Hannover, as it were on the very fpot where the late Duke of Cum~ 
hcrland) in the year 1757, fought a well-contefted, yet unfuccefsful battle, againft the French army, under 
the Marechal SEtrecs : and perfectly fxmilar battle-axes 1 have feen from Mexico and the South-Sea 
Iflands; the edge, polifh, and execution of which is really aftonifhing. Such, in particular, is the ex- 
cellence of a long cylindrical ornament in the pofieilion of the widow of the late celebrated Captain 
James Cook, who, in his fecond circumnavigation of the world, brought it from New Zealand, where 
the warriors, or great men, w T ear fuch ornaments in their ears with as confequential an air as our great 
men wear their ribbands and ftars. It is made of a very beautiful tranfparent green ftone, of a flinty, 
yet muriatic nature, which is exceedingly hard, and fince the late South-Sea voyages, is commonly 
called a New Zealand A one/ Natural! ft s call it Nephritic flone, and Italian Antiquaries give it the 
name of Igiada^ from which the EiJgHfll and French have made Jade. The Italians call it Plafipa 
di SmcraldO) of which our Antiquarians make Prafma* Its very fine colour is between the Emerald 
and Chryfoiitc, and its uncommon ekarnefs and tranfparency make it in its kind, and in the opinion of 
intelligent Naturalifts, as in eft im ably precious as any uncommonly large and clear diamond poffibly 
can be in the opinion of the Eaft India Companies, the Portuguefc and their retailers, who in that 
quality have done the bufinefs of their employers, and by exaggerated praifes of the diamond above 
any other fine ftones, have raifed it to an unconfcionable price, even beyond what it coft one hundred 
years ago, in the times of Tavernia\ 



The extraordinary beauty and fize of Mrs. Cook's jewel, added to its fcarcity, made it undoubtedly 
of very great value, even without any regard to its curious form and workmanfhip, for which I men* 
fion it here. It is, as before faid, of a cylindrical form, about ten inches long, half an inch, or 
thereabouts, thick, gently bent towards the upper end, where it is perforated to admit the ftring 
which fallened it to the ear of the wearer ; fo that, confidering the very great hardnefs, and 
high polifh of the ftonc, and its bent form, it muft have been a work of immenfe labour, and may 
on that account, be looked upon as one of the greatefr. mafterpieces of this firft flage of the art of 
grinding, cutting, and engraving of hard ilones. 



I ftiall not enter into any further details of this period of the art, which by fimilar monuments may be 
traced in every part of the world *' ; and which, properly I peaking, fhews the necefiary origin 
of the Lapidary's art rather than that of the Engraver's; which, by the nature of things, is 
eftablifhcd upon the bafts and principles of the former, not abfolutely brought on by the want of 
metals and neceflity, and therefore of much later origin every where. If in that period of art and 
culture, the workmen or Lapidaries ever ventured upon engraving, which L apprehend they never did, 
their attempts muft have proved exceedingly rude and imfucccfsfuh What tool, or what method could 
they poftibly have ufed with fuccefs? With a jharp-poiuted ftone they might furely fcratch ftraight 
lines upon the polifhed furface of thofe of a fofter texture ; nay, with fuch a diamond, properly let in

Jene m'etendrai pasdavantnge fur cette periodc de Tart, a laquelie des monuments du meme genre epars 
fur toutes les parties du monde font remontee facilement * ces decouvertes, a proprement parler, demon- 
tar.t ph. tot Porigine tie Fart du Lapidaire que celle dc Part dn gravcur, qui, par la nature des chafes ctl 
etabli fur la bafe 8c les' principes du premier, 8c n'etant point Peffet du manque des mctaux Sc de la 
ntceffite, doit etre partout d'une origine moins ancienne, Si, a cette epoque de Tart 8c du perfectionne- 
ment de l'induflric, il arriva que des ouvriersou des lapidaires efTayafTent de graver; ce que jc fuppofe 
n^avoir jamais eu lieu, leurs tentatives doivent avoir etc tres grofileres 8c fuivies de peu de fucces.

But is that the art 
of engraving I It is at bell what fome Antiquarians have ventured to call engraving by the graver ; 
(gavuve a twit) and that always con lilts of fimple lines and hatchings (bachures)* 



The uncommon hardnefs and fharpnefs of the diamond and fimilar hard ftones, muft have been 
afecrtained by long experience in the form of ftnrp points, and of powders, and the art of turning, 
efpeeinlly the drill and wheel, muft have been invented and brought to fome perfection before that of 
the Lapidary could be improved into any thing like real engraving or flat nary. This art, which the 
Greeks called and call gasTfjiK? from go;--^i:y > t^x^'^I ^ rom Tg0j££i& and Togvsjjiffli from TOpvsvslvy and which 
the Romans fimply called ¥« rnus, is not an art of abfolute neceflity, and > conlequently, hardly ever 
found amongft barbarous nations. 



It implies a complex knowledge and Ikillful ufe of metals and mechanical powers; and by th« 
drill and wheel, which Pliuy calls Ttrehra and Rola, it gives to the Lapidary, Engraver, and Statuary, 
a full and eafy command of the hardeft ftones, when properly aflifted and feafoncd with fiiarp powders 
of emery or diamond. The whole of the Engraver's art evidently depends upon it ; much alfo of the 
Statuary's w T ork in marble and other hard ftones, not to mention that the Lapidary is equally benefited 
by it, in the regular cutting and fiiaping of the hardeft precious Hones. If, therefore, we could 
afecrtain its nrft invention and improvement ' by the diamond powder, then we might, indeed, with 
fome probability, fix the period and trace the nation which firft improved the Lapidaries into the more 
comprehtnfive arts of Engraving and Statuary. Let us try. Pliny % to whom wc are beholden for 
fo many valuable accounts of the arts of antiquity, tells us, " That Dedalus invented the carpenter's 
tools, and in particular the faw, plumb-line, gimblet, and glue of ifmglafs 5 but that the rule, level, 
turning ladt^ and lock and key, were invented by Theodore^ the Sarnie ti * fo that by his, or rather 
the Greek traditional accounts, which he copied, the art of Turning was a Greek invention of 
an artiit ; who being mentioned in the fame fentence, feems to have lived in a high antiquity after the 
times of that fabulous univerfal artift, Dedalus ; who, for ought we know, was but an allegorical 
being, and never had any exiftence but in the fancy of Poets. Unfortunately the only Samian artift, 
of the name of 77?eodorus 9 whofe period and exiftence we can afcertain, was the fon of Tekcles^ and 
lived between the fiftieth and fixtieth Olympiad, about the times of Solon and Pythogoras y which 
is evidently by much too late for the firft invention of the arts afcribed to him. He had been in 
Egypt, and is reported by Paufanias (A read-) Diod* Sic. (in Fin* Lib* 1.) Herodotus^ Denys of AlicamalTus, 
Suldasy and Pliny (xxxvu, 1.) to have firft caft brafs ftatutes in one mould, and even to have engraved 
that famous Emerald Ring of the tyrant Polycratcs.

Cet art que les Grecs appelloicnt & continuant 
de nommcr g^STrJi'A.s de g'f^f'v, Tpoyjy^ de tffiffiu et ro^evjinyi de fog$&m s 5c que les Romains nom- 
moient fimplcment Toning n' eta Jit point un arc de necefRte abfoiue n'offre point de veftiges ches 
Its pcuples barbares. 

II fuppofe une connoiflance compliquee, & Pufage adroit des metaux 5c des pouvoirs mechaui- 
ques ; par la roue H le foret, que Plinc nonune Roto £c Tcrdta, il met a la difpofition abfoiue 
du Lapidaire, du Graveur, 5c du Sculpteur les pierres les plus Antes, avec Faide des poudres 
mordantes de l'cmeri ou du diamant; il eft evident que Tart du Graveur en depend entierement ; 
J'ouvrage du Sculpteur en marbre 5c autres pierres dures en depend bcaucoup aufli, fans compter 
l'avantage qu'en rccoit le Lapidaire pour la taille 5c la regularite des faces & formes qu'il donne 
nux pierres prccieufes les plus dures, S'il nous etoit done poiTible de tracer l'epoque de fa pre-

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Mufl we on that account, and to fupport the above vague Greek claim, fuppofe an older Theodore from 
Saraus, of whom hiftory is filent, and of whom Pliny only has preferved a traditional account highly 
improbable? The Greeks arc notorioully great boaflers, and I hold it fafer, at any rate, and more to 
the purpofe, rather to go by what they have done than by what they have {aid. Hwa> < who is alike the 
oldcft, cxactefl, and Dllniitefl: painter of the manners* arts, and cuftoms of Ins countrymen, is abfolo-tely 
filent of their engraving on hard ftones ; and with all his partiality in favour of thur wifdom and inge- 
nuity, he never has made mention of, or allufion to Seal Icings*, even when the making up of letters and 
the fecuring of treafure, (as Iliad £ and Odyffi Q) afforded the bed opportunity of indulging 
his tafte for minute defcription. This, his very frriking and fmgular filence, did not efcape 
the notice of Pliny* , and we may I thinlc fairly draw tlic conclufon, e; Thai the Greek 
" befiegers of Troy, and Homers contemporary countrymen, had no Peal Rings, and were then entirely 
t£ unacquainted with the art of engraving on hard Hones fb that their ambitious claims to t]ie inven- 
tion of its only tools, the wheel, drilbore, and turning lade, mull alfo at once fill] to the ground, whatever 
othcrwife may be their juft claims to the fuperior ule, which, in a later period of time, they made of 
them to the improvement both of the art of Engraving and of Statuary* 



Indeed, that filencc of Homer, and our opinion eflabliftied on the fame, acquires the ftrength of 
hiftorical proof by the refpectable and unexceptionable authority of the faered Writings ; in which we 
find that the Egyptians and the Uracil tes, in the time of Alcfes, had rings and engraved gems long 
before the ficge of Troy and the times of Homer, at a period when, whatever fyflem of chronology wc 
pleafe to adopt, the Greeks were not in the leaft emerged from barbarity f. 

Many years after, when the Jews had left Egypt and received the law by Afofcs in the Wildernefs, 
Afcfes was directed to build the Tabernacle or portable Sanctuary from the offerings of the people ; and 
they were ordered to deliver, amongft other materials, " Onyx flones, and Rones to Le fet in the 
** ephod of the High-Priefl: and his breait-plate." Exod* xxv. 7. £< Of thefe lie was directed to 
" take two Onyx ftones, and grave on them the names of the Children of Ifrael ; fix of their names 
** on one Hone, and the other fix names of the reft on the other (tone, according to their birth. With the 
** work of an engraver jn fene^ like the engravings of ajignct lhalt thou engrave them ; and fet them in ouches 
** of gold, and put them on the fhoulders of the ephod, that Jaron the High- Pries! bear their names before 
" the Lord upon his moulders for a memorial." Exsd* xxviiL g — 12. He was further directed, i: To make 
M for Aaron a Br cajh plate of Judgment, and to fet it in fettings of itones, four rows, eacli containing 
« three; which Jlones jhall be, with the names of the Children of !frae!> twelve, according to their names, 
" like the engravings of a fgnet" Exod. xxvii'u 15—21. 

Wc know even the names of the artifts who executed thefe works. Very honourable mention 
is made of them repeatedly ; (as Exod. xxxi. xxxv. xxxvh and ix. ) yet in a manner, which 
leaves it pretty undetermined whether they were actually working artifts or bi:t general lurveyors. 
They were Bexahrl, Jbcliah, and many other wife-hearted men. Ci Betake! was filled with the Spirit 
fc< of God in wifdom, and in understanding, and in knowledge, and all manner of workmanfhip, to

** diHomire n'avoient point de cachets 8c n'avoient abfolument aucune connoiffance de Tart, de graver 
* 4 fur' pierres durer," de forte que leurs pretentions poflerieures a Tinvention des feuls inllrumens 
employes a cet art, la roue, le foret £c le tour 9 tombent a jamais d'elles memes faute d'etre foutenues, 
quels que foyent d'ailleurs leurs droits a rcclamer Fufage fuperieur qu'ils cn ont fait dans des temps

And *' it was put in his heart, that he might teach, both he and Jhdiab 3 them that 
ct were filled with wifdom, to work all manner of vwrk of the engraver" To thefe very decifive an J 
curious accounts of Engraving on fine Rones in the times of Afufes, 1 have a few remarks to add, which 
are proper to be introduced here s The fir ft is, that the Onyx ftones, and Hones to be fet for the cphod and 
for the breaft-plate, and fpicc, and oil for the light, and for the anointing oil, and for the fweet incenfe, 
were brought not by the commonality of the Ifraelites, who delivered gold and hlver and other ma* 
terials, but by the rulers of the people; Exod. xxxv. 27. which plainly implies their very great fcarcity 
and high prices, much beyond the reach and faculties of common people. It is not lefs obfervable, that 
the Diamond,which formerly came only from India, is mentioned as one of the engraved floncs in the feirond 
row of the breaft-plate; Exod* xxvii. 18. and that, confequently, the art of engraving and cutting it, 
is evidently an art of higher antiquity than commonly fuppofed, unlefs fair proot could be given, that 
the Hebrew word, which we have tranflated Diamond, lignificd a different fort of Hone ; winch, ind... d, 
from the different opinions of the numerous Tranflators of the Old Teftament, fecms to be actually the 
cafe. However, Mr. Gumperts, our greateit wholefale Diamond Merchant, is of opinion, that the 
Hebrew Sapphir is and ought to be t ran dated Diamond, and his opinion has great weight, on 
account of his candour and profeflional knowledge, as well as of his great knowledge in the Hebrew. At 
any rate, the diamond was known in thofe times, as a tool at leaft, becaufe there was Engraving. 



Here then I night* and fome critics will fay perhaps, I fiould flop my career of enquiry into the firfl 
origin of the Art of Engraving, fatisfied to have proved it abundantly ancient, and to have brought it home 
to the Egyptians an enlightened nation, whofe name and celebrity Hands very bright upon the page of our 
modem hiftory as poffeflbr and inventor of rnofl arts and fcienccs. But $jgh dejidcrh fit pudir 
€ !ar& luck in tenebrh ? Without detrading in the leaf! from that very refpeftable celebrity, and from the 
wifdom of Egypt in the engraving of ftoncs, I do not prefume too much in faying, that tfieppffeffion 
of an art does not imply its invention : And of Egypt we can, indeed, prove no more than barely its 
having practiced engraving long before any European or Greek nation was ripe for this art of luxury. 
The queftion then of its firfl invention is funply this : Whether there are no other nations in antiquity, 
eaft or fouthward, whofe claims to culture and arts are fuperior, or at leafl equal, to thofe of Egypt f 
And whether, after all, Egypt has any exclufive or natural claim to the invention of this art in parti- 
cular ? 

My Readers need not be afraid of my mifleading them as a blind man into the labyrinths 
and abyfs of the Chaldean, Phcencian, or Chinefe enormous claims of antiquity, I am confeious 
that we know little and tantamount to nothing of Chaldean and Phoenecian antiquity; and as to 
the Chinefe, there is reafon to believe, that their boaftcd arts, fciences, philofophy, and religion, 
come all from India and its Mogul Conquerors, China has abfolutely no monuments of anti- 
quity to mow, which bear infpe&ion 3 but India has as many, and of as undeterminable antiquity 
as Egypt ; and what is more to the purpofe, Tndia has kat&mt claims to the invention of this art, 
which Egypt, with all the wonders of its Kile and of its wifdom, cannot boail of. By thefe

Sans clic rebel" a rien rabbatre de cette celebrite refp^ctable, h de cette fagcfTe que TEgypte deploya 
dans Tart de graver fur pierre ; je penfe que ce n'eft pas trop hazarder que d^etablir en fait, quede ce qu'on 
p ollede un art il ne s'en fuit pas qu'on Tait invente j or tout ce qu'on pent prouver de i'Egypte e/l quelle 
a fait ufage dc la gravure longtems avant qu'aucune autre nation Luropeenne ou Greque eut un gout 
afscs forme pour fe livrer a cet art de luxe. La qucfiion relative a fa premiere invention fe reduk done i 
cec't : n'exille-t-il pas dans Tantiquite d'autres nations foit a reft, foit au fud dont les pretentions a la 
cultivation cc aux arts foyent fuperieurs ou aumoins egales a celles de TEgypte ?

Que mes lefteurs ne craigncnt point que je les conduife en eveugle dans les labyrinthes 
& les abimes des pretentions cnonr.es qu'on t a Tautiquite les Cbaldeens, les Phenicicns ou 
les Cbinois j je fols i>erfuade que nous connotiTons trCs-peu de cbofc, pour ne pas dire a peupres 
rien de Tantiquite de ces deux premiers peuples ; quant aux Cbinois, j'ai lu avee un plafir infini 
parfaitement etitendu & foigneufement examine les raherches phltofophlqucs fur les Chhtois> par M. 
Pmwy dans lefquelles lc peu de fon^ement, des pretenfions de ce peuple prefomtueux efl parfaitement 
developpe, 6c ou il eft incontellablcment prouve que ces arts, ces fciences, cette philofophie, St 
cette religion mcme dont ils fe targuent, tout leur a ete tranftnis de lMndc & par fes conquerans les 
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natural claims, 1 underftand advantages which nature has given to India §nfy, and which, if not 
countervailed by ignorance or barbarity, mull fooncr or later have produced the art in queftion. 
India was, by the unanimous accounts of the oldeft records, a highly civilized country, in as 
remote an antiquity as Egypt ; and the Peninfula and .fome lflands in India, have, from times 
immemorial, produced, and ilill produce, from their inexhaufted mines, quarries, and rivers, every 
and the very beft forts of precious, fine, and hard ftones, which Lapidaries and Engravers work 
upon ; together with every fubftance and material which lharpens their tools, and conquers their 
otherwife invincible hardnefs ; — the real diamond, both object and tool of the Lapidary and En- 
graver, the Ruby-Sapphire, Emerald, Topaz, Chryfolitc, the Sardonyx, Chalccdon,. Onyx, Cor- 
nelian, Jafper; nay, even, beiides the Diamond, a particular, fort of ll,one, w r hich pulverized and 

applied to the Lapidary's or Engraver's tool, cuts the hardeft gems nearly as well as the diamond 

powder, and incomparably better than the beft emery T mean the pretended diamond /par, which 

our India traders have but lately brought to Europe, and which, by an analyfis of Mr. Kfcpmh 
of Berlin, appears to confift, for the greater part, not of diamond powder, but of a new fpcciea 
of earth, totally different in its chemical properties from lime, bajytes, magriefia, clay, and 
gikru 



In this point of view, which 1 truft is but a fair reprefentation of Indian civilization, richer 
and nature, neither Egypt, nor any other country of antiquity, can come in competition wish 
India ; for Egypt, as far as we know from its records and monuments, had but Jafpers, Por- 
phyries, and fome other filiceous hard flones of its own ; and its famous Emerald mines in the 
Thebaick Defart, under the latitude of Coptos, the Cataracts, and CoflTcir, are unfortunately loft 
or cxhaufted, nor ever proved to have, at any time, produced that gem, which we call Emerald, 
Rnrl lefs fiill the real Diamond, or the juft mentioned Diamond Spar, without which the Lapidary^ 
art cannot be brought to perfection, and the Engraver mull drop and curfe his tools. 



The real Diamonds which the Ancients were acquainted with, and which their Engravers ufed 
in the fame manner as ours do, came undoubtedly from India. No other country of the Old 
World, that we are acquainted with, produced or produces them. By trade, and the evermore 
extending pomp and magnificence of the Eaft, they found their way to the Weft and North as 
a very precious commodity, Is it to be fuppofed, that accident, or fpeculation of Egyptian or 
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Mogols. La Chine ifa abfolument aucun s monuments <lc 1 -antiquitc a prod it ire, qui meritent 
la moindre attention, tandts que Tlnde en a cfune antiquite aufli indeterminee que ceux de 
TF^ypte; ittais cequi rcvicnt plus naturellement a mon objet, c'cil que 1'Inde a des droits

ccspierres> Le diamant reel, le rubis, 1c faphir, FeiTieraude, la topaze, la chryfolite, la fardoine 
la calcedoine, 1'cnyx, la comaline, le Jsripe, & indepeudament du diamant, unc efpece particulierc 
de pierre qui, reduite cn poudre, 3c appliquee aux inirruments du lapidaire ou du graveur, coupe 
les pierres les plus dures prel'que auili bien que la poudre de diamant, & incomparablemcnt mieux 
que le meilleur emeri ; je veux parlor de ce pretendu Spatb de diamant, que nos commercans dans

other art ills, fhould have broke or ftamped in mortars this dear bought Indian commodity > for 
the purpofe of trying experiments upon other hard ftones ? I think not- Such accidents muff, 
on the contrary, have been very common in the mines of India ; and hich (peculations are more 
rationally fuppofed and to be expected in the native country of the Diamond and other hard 
ftones, where their beauty, excellence, and different propcrties> mull be firft perceived, tried, and 
afecrtained, before they could become objects of Indian luxury and exportation ; where, of courfe, 
thefe very trials and experiments, and the natural defire of mankind to make the mod of (rlieiir 
property, muft^ wguIJ^ or mighty end foinctime or other in the art of polifhing, cutting, and en- 
graving thefe fine ftones by the Diamond — that is, in the invention of the Lapidary's and 
Engraver's tools, which give to all precious ftones additional luftre, beauty, and value. That 
the ancient natives of India actually engraved on fine ftones, appears unqueftionably from our 
impreffions of Indian gems, which we have had the good luck firft to afcertain and introduce to 
the notice of the learned, perfectly convinced, from the late fuccefs of literary inquiries into 
Indian antiquities, under the liberal protection of the Rritifh Government in India, that more 
fuch gems will be found hereafter, and th at the veil of darknefs and obfeurity, which ftill in- 
volves and covers their meaning and period of workmanfhip, will evermore, and perhaps foon 
be removed by Mr. Wtiftiiifa Englifh Tranflation of the Shanfcrite Text of the Makaberh, and 
other publications which we way expect from the magnificent prefs and noble fpirit of the Literary 
Society at Calcutta. The ftyle of thefe Indian engravings evidently differs from that of other 
nations, various and of different merit in itfclf j it expreffes the different tafte, culture, and ffate 
of art in different periods of time. That of the Lion, with a Shanfcrite infeription on Mr. I4 / llkim\ 
beautiful Emerald, is equal to the be ft works of the old Egyptian ftyle; and from its truth and 
boldnefs, I fliould almoft be inclined! to look upon it as the work of the fame age in which a 
Gentoo gold medal was firuck in India, which, with many other Gentoo gold coins, was lately found 
m Bengal. It has on both fides a Shanfcrite Infeription : On one fide it reprefents a naked land- 
ing figure like Hercules, with a club and bow ; and on the other a beautiful flout horfe, of 
very good proportion and workman/hip. Unfortunately, thefe Shanfcrite characters on moil of 
thefe medals are fo badly executed and prefcrved, that, hitherto, the only Shanfcrite fcholar in 
Europe, Mr. Wllhhu^ who has favoured me with tin caffs of all thefe medals, can make nothing 
of them ; and confec]ucntly, that period of Indian art muff It ill remain in the fame dark- 
nefs ; in which, for reafons before faid, I alfo, for the prefent, muff leave the period of the firff 
invention of Engraving in India, and its firff migration to Egypt and to the. Weft, where un- 
doubtedly it was known and practifed before and in the times of Mofes* 



How, and when, and by what different roads, this and other arts, fciences, principles, goods, 
and commodities, fpread from India, not only to Egypt, but alfo to Perfia, Ionia, Greece, and 
Italy, I have neither leifure, nor room, nor occafion to enquire here,

Je n'ai ni le lolfir ni la place neceflaire, je n'ai meme pas occafion de rechercher ici, comment, qnand, 
par queiles routes differentes, cet a. t ainfl que les autres ; les Sciences, les principes, les marchandifes 
fe repandirent del'Indcnon feulement dans TEgypte, mais en Perfe, eu Ionic, en Cirece, & en Italie. 
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Highly probable it is, from continental vicinity and mercantile intcrcourfe, that it foon reached 
Perfla, where, on account of religious principles, it would make no more pi ogre Is than among 
the Jews ; though amougft both nations it might be practifed for common feal-engraving, and taitelefo 
ornaments, or mifapplied to aftrological and magical fu perflations, to which the Chaldees and Perftans 
were naturally enough led by their Sabifme and doctrine of good and bad principles ; and to which 
the Jews always inclined, as the Scripture frequently fays, from the perverfenefs and dullnels of 
their heart* 

Amongft the Egyptians and Phcenecians, and their numerous Colonies in the Mediterranean t but 
chiefly amongft the Greeks in Ionia, Greece, and Italy, it found a better ground to profper upon — ■ 
powerful, mercantile, opulent nations — from an abufe and mifconception of old allegorical and fymbo- 
lical reprefen tat ions of the fimpleft and greatefl truths, given to polytheifm, idolatry, and fupcr- 
ftitions endlefs* 

Amongft all thefc nations it exprefled, like other arts of delineation or defign, their refpective 
fymbols, allegories, ideas, cufioms, and manners, by fimple, unadorned, conventional £gns, rather 
than by accurate, pleafing, or perfect forms and imitations of nature. It aimed at no more, aud 
was no more originally, than an art of fliaptng and polilhing hard and precious ftones, and a- 
kind of writing or dratving on thefe coftly and unperifhable materials, fuch ideas, principles, me- 
morials, things, and names, as were dcareft and of the greateft confequence to the owner or 
wearer, to his affection, interefr, trade, rank, profeflion, fuperftition, or fancy. Though the figures 
it exprefled are fometimes neatly and cleanly cut ; yet, evidently, they added nothing to the 
beauty of the ftoue, or to the ornament of the wearer; the ftone only and the fymbol exprefled upon 
it were confidered ; the price, colour, polHh, and fhapc of the Hone, and the intrinfic merit or 
commendation of the fymbol, whofe forms, proportions, and parts, were but very coarfely and flightly 
exprefled, till length of practice led the artifts in India, Egypt, and Perfia, to fome thing like itrict 
imitation of common nature. 

With this general character I Jifpatch thofe numerous fets of Egyptian, Perfepolitan, Indian,, 
and other engravings, which we have carefully collected for the gratification of thofe, who fet a juft 
value upon authentic monuments of the infant world, and of the origin and progrefs of its ideas and. 
arts, which wc have inherited, and I apprehend not always improved. 



To flight or neglect them with the pomp of Mr. Marlettc, (Tr. des Pierres grav. Tom. L p. 53.) or 
with the illiterate whim and fneer of Mr. Vippcrt, is faftidious affectation of tafte, and at beft but dif- 
guifed ignorance, which dwells upon the furface of things, and fpends its admiration upon the {hell rather 
than the kernel. 

Even the oldeft engravings, ftatuary, and pictures of the Greeks, were ftrongly tinctured with the juft- 
mcntioned characters of the older works of Egypt and the Eaft, I do not fpeak here of their firfl; attempts

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II eft tres-prcbable que la proximite dcs continents & Pa&ivite du commerce ne tardcrcnt pas a les 
porter en Pcrfe ou, a raifon de principes rcligieux, i Is ne purentfaire plus de progres que parmi les Juifs, 
quoiqu'il foit poflible que Tart de la gravure ait etc pratique dies ccs deux peuplcs jufqu'a faire des 
cachets communs, desomements fans gout, ou peutetre applique a des fuperftitions magiques & aftrolo- 
giques, auxquelles, les Chaldeens & les Perfes ctoicnt afses naturcllement portcs ; ces dcrniers, par leur 
do£trinc de bons & de mauvais principes ; ec les Juifs, par les caufes frequemment indiques dans 
Pecriture : la pcfanteur de leur entcndement & la perverlite de leur cceur. 

Cet art trouva un terrain plus fertile & profpera mieux parmi les Egyptiens, les Phcniciens, & les 
Colonics nombreufcs qu'ils pofledoient dans la Mediterranee, mais furtout parmi les Grecs de Plonie, 
dans la Grece, & dans 1' Italic, nations puiffantes, commer^antcs & opulentes, mais addonees au poly- 
theifme, a Pidolatrie, & a d'innombrables fuperftitions, par Tabus qu'elles firent, & les faufles idees qu'elles 
fe forme rent d'ancicnnes allegories, fymboles des vcrites les plus limples & les plus auguftcs. 

Parmi toutes ces nations la gravure, de meme que tous les autres arts qui appartiennent au defTein, 
cxprimoit lcurs fymboles rcfpe&ifs, lours allegories, leurs idees, leurs ufages, leurs mceurs, pluftot par 
dcs Jigncs de convention denues de tout ornement, que par des formes agrcables en imitation de la nature; 
Part fe bornoit dans fon origine a donner dcs formes & a polir des pierres dures & precieufes ; a ecrire ou 
a dejpmr fur ces materiaux indeftrucliblcs, les idees, les principes, memoires, chofes oc noms qui etoient 
ou plus chers, ou d'uneplus grande confequence a celui qui pofledoit ou portoit les pierres, plus relatif* 
a fes afTecYions, a fes interets, a fon commerce, fon rang, fon etat, fa fuperftition ou fa fantaifie. Quo't- 
que les figures ainli tracees le foyent en general avec afles d'adrcfle, il eft cependant evident que le 
travail n'ajoutoit rien a la beaute de la pierrc, ni a rornement de celui qui la portoit, on ne 
faifoit cas que de la pscrre elle meme & du fymbole qui y etoit cxprimc, dont Pexecution quant 
a fes formes, fes proportions h l'enfemble de fes parties, n'intereflbit gueres qu'a Pepoquc 
ou cniin une longue pratique fuggera aux artiftes Indiens, Egyptiens & Perfans Pidee de tenter 
quclque cliofe qui imitat ftridlement la nature. 

Me bornant a ccs traits generaux, je ne dirai rien de fuites nombreufes de gravures Egyptiennes, In- 
diennes, de Perfepolis, & autres contrecs, quoique nous les ayons foigneufement recucilles pour fatisfairc 
la curiofitie des perfonnes qui favent attacher une jufte valeur aux monumens authentiques de Penfance 
du monde, airifi qu'a Porigine & aux progres de fes idees & de fes arts, dont nous avons herite, & que 
felon moi nous n'avons pas perfecYionnes en tout. 

Negliger ccs objets, les traiter legerement comme le fait M. Marietti dans fon Traite des Pierres 
Qravees (torn. I. p. 53.) ou du ton railleur 8c fans lettres de ML Lippert } e'eft affecSter fadement de courir 
aptea Ic gout; e'eft tout au moins de Pignorance deguilee qui s'appciantifTant fur la furfacc des chofes, 
prodigue ion admiration au bois du noyau plutot qu'a Pamande. 



I! n'y a pas j ufqu'aux plus anciennes gravures, jufqu'aux plus anciens tableaux ou morceaux de fculpture, 
fortii dcs mains des Grecs qui ne portent Pempreinte, mentionee plus haut, des otivrages les plus antiques dc 
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of memorials of gods, heroes, and illuflrious perfons, by the means of rude uncouth blocks of flone, figns, 
(SHMEIA) pillars, (KiflNES) and Hermae*; nor of the various contrivances they made ufe of in- 
fteadof feals, when even a piece of worm-eaten wood, or the hark of treesf, would ferve their turn. No; 
I fpeak of their oldeft ftatues and works of art, which Paujanlas has deferred to us, and of the oldeft 
gems, which evidently are their workman/hip, and mull have been engraved ioon after the times of Homer* 
when the Indian engraving tools were firft introduced amongit them. They all muit, have been, and 
vifibly are, rather figns than true rep refen rations of nature. On the Box of Cypjilus, Death was repre- 
fented with crooked legs; Beauty and Youth we find mentioned as expreiled by Ion-- treffes of hair ; Power, 
by long hands; Swiftncfs and Agility, by long feet. For brevity's fake, a:vl for f,rth.-r proofs, 1 refer 
here to our very rich and numerous colle&ion of the oldeft Greek gems, which are moit of them engraved 
on Scarabees, and very often, like the oldeft Greek ftatues and pictures, accompanied with the names of 
the fubje&s reprefented, which feems to imply a confeiou fuels in the artiil, that he was deficient both in 
character and expreflion. 



How it comes to pafs, that Abbe TVinchelmann fhould confider thefc very precious gems as Etrufcarc 
works, is unaccountable to me, their fubje£ls and Inicriptions being evidently Greek. 

It is as unaccountable and perfectly un fat is factory to me, that from the form of their letters, and from 
the manner of placing and reading them from the right to the left, he, and other venturous antiquarians, 
fhould have attempted to determine even the particular Olympiads in which they were executed. 

Suffice It, that they reprcfent fubjects of the Greek fable and hiftory, as told by Horner^ and that the 
oldeft of them cannot date from an earlier period than his, whatever it be, and which is generally, and 
upon tolerable good principles, fuppofed to have been about the times of King David and Solomon in Ju- 
dea ; yet that, to all appearances, the mechanical art of engraving had reached the Greeks, and was 
practifed by them before they reckoned by Olympiads, 

Being generally engraved in Intaglio, on the flat part of perforated Scarabees, evidently implies 
that they were not wore or mounted as rings, yet they might be ufed for fealing ; that they were imi- 
tations of the old Egyptian facred Scarabees, with hieroglyphical figures j and that, confequently, the art 
of engraving came to the Greeks by the way of Egypt, rather than from any other nation.

II me paroit cgalement inconceivable tpje la tott&t de leurs lettres, & la maniere de les difpofer

afses certains, pour hazarder de determiner ies Glympiades piecifes dans lefquclles ces pierres ont 
ete gravcL-s. 

II fufnt d'ctablir qu'elles reprefentent des fujets tires de la fable & de Thiftoire Greques, tels 
qu' Homhc l.s a prefentes, h que la plus ancienne d'elles ne remonte pas a une epoque anterieure 
a celle ou vivoit ce p^etc, quelle qu'elle puifle etre ; on ia fuppofe generalement, & fur des 
fondements afsCs raifonabies, avoir etc a peuprcs vers le terns du Roi David Sc de Solomon. II 
y a toute apparence que Tart mechanique de graver etoit parvenu ches les Grecs, & qu'ils le pra- 
tiquoient avant qu'ils mcfuratfent le terns par Olympiades. 

De ce que ces pierres font generalement grnvees in Intaglio, c'cfr-a-d : re en creux, fur lapartie platte dc 
Scarabees perfores, ij refulte evidemment qu'elles n'etoient ni portecs ni montces en bagues, quoi qu'elles 
pufTent fervir de cachets, qu'elles etoient des imitations des anciens Ssarabies facres de 1'Egypte, portant 
des figures hieroglyphiques, que par confequent Tart de graver parvint aux Grecs plus probalement 
dc 1'Egypte que de toute autre nation.

INTRODUCTION. 



Which of the Greeks, whether thofc of Creta, the Iflands, and Ionia, or Hellas or Italy, were firft 
acquainted with this art, we cannot poftibly ascertain ; hut that from the beginning they had it, nearly in 
the perfection of the beft old Egyptian works, and that foon after they wonderfully improved and 
brought it, like other arts of fancy and delineation, to the higheft imaginable pitch of perfection, is 
undeniable, both from their remaining works, and from the unanimous evidence of hiftory. 



Their improvements were not improvements of the mechanical part of the art, or of the tools and me- 
thod of engraving, in which, on account of their great fimplicity, hardly any material alteration can 
have taken place from the beginning ; but they were improvements arifing from a better and more exten- 
five ufe of the tool, from a better choice and treatment of their fubjects, from their confummate know- 
ledge^ imitation and defign of nature, and from their better tafte, in which Homer was their mailer, and 
nature their ftandard; and in which, confequently, they became the legiflators of their own, and of all 
fubfecment ages and nations to this prefent day* 

Upon thefe very glorious and noble exertions of their genius I /hall explain myfelf concifely, that I 
may be underftood, and that our admiration of the Greeks may not look like the flare of ignorance, 
which indeed has been too often the cafe of learned authors. 

If the Graphic Art (Graphice) or the art of defign, painting, ftatuary, modelling, cafling, and 
engraving, is an art of writing and exprcfTing ideas of things and actions by their own reprefentation, 
or that of fynonymous or conventional ones, appropriated to the fame, every body will even at firft 
fight agree, that that of the Indians and Egyptians is at befl fcrihhling^ whUft that of the Grecians and 
of their difciples and imitators is the moft magnificent mafitrly handwriting hi capitals that ever could be 
invented; for it fliews not barely the figfi, but the thing and action tefelf in their higheft beauty— that 
is to fay, (and I cannot contrive a better definition of beauty) in their higheft perfection exprcfled by- 
forms. What I fay here on the excellence of the Greeks in the Graphic Art may be undcrftood of every 
one of its branches ; for they excelled in many, and aimed at perfection in them all, by every means that 
came within their obfervation. They extended even the ufe of the Indian and Egyptian tools, or rather 
they firft applied to ftatuary the principles and inftruments of the Tuner's Art, the drillbore and wheel ; 
which of courfe enabled them to fiiape the harden: and moft refractory marbles and ftones into any form, 
and to give to their ftatues action, motion, and fpirit. Till then the belt efforts of art could not make 
hard ftones or marble exprefs #ioft or life in ftatues; nor would they further obey the chiflel and 
mallet of the heft artift, than juft to take the form of the Egyptian ftatues, which always keep their 
limbs of idlenefs and inactivity, legs and arms clofe to the body, in one compact, dull, dead mafs, be- 
traying as it were an apprehenfion of lofing them by exertion, and moft certainly betraying paternal and 
juft apprehcnfions of their makers— that had they worked them loofe, detached from the body, and in 
aft'ton, the leaft ftroke of the chuTel and mallet muft have unavoidably broke and crippled them for ever. 
By the application of the drill all thefe inconveniences and difficulties were removed ; by its gentle and 
quick a&iofl any depth could be given and found, the parts could be Undercut cafily, the limbs could be 
feparated and put in aftion or motion without danger, the ftubbornneft of the intra&able matter vaniftied,

licrement dans la rafinement de leur gout, dont ils eurent Homcre pour maitre 6c la nature pour 
regie ; etude dans laquelle ils devinrcnt lcs legiflateurs de leur terns, de leur pays, ainfi que de toutes 
s nations be. de tous les fieclcs qui fuivirent, jufqu'a nos jours, 

Je rrPcxprimerai avec concifion fur ces glorieux efforts de genie Grec, afin qu'en cherchant 
a lui rendre juilice, & a le developper notre admiration, je ne refiemble pas a ce regard hebctc de 
Pignorance que Pon remarquc fouvent dans de favants auteurs* 

Si Part graphiqu; (reuniflant les arts du deflein, de la pemture, de la fculpturc, du modele, 
du jet 6c dc la gravure), eft Part d'ecrire 6c d'exprimer Pidee que Pon fe forme des chofes 6c des 
actions, foit en les reprefentant tellcs qu'elles font, foit en employant des fignes fynonimes ou 
qu'il eft convenu d'appliquer a ces reprefentations ; il n'eft pcrfonnc qui ne convienne au pre- 
mier coup-d'ceil que Part des Indians 6c des Egyptians eft du grifFonage tout uni, tandis que celle 
des Grecs, de leurs defciples 6c de leurs imitateurs, eft la plus ma^mfique qui ptiijfe firth de main 
de maitre cn Uttres majufculs.

Jufqu'a ce moment-la, les plus grands efforts de Part 
rPavoicnt pu imprimer aux ftatues de picrre 6c de marbre Pexprefhon de la vie 6c du mouvement ; 
tout ccque pouvo'ent produire le cifcau 6c le rnaillet du meilkur arrifte etoit de les degroftir en leur 
donnant la forme des ftatues Egyptienncs, dont les membres, les jambes 6c les bras font comme colles 
au corps, formant une malTe compacte dc pefante nonchalance 6c d'inactivite, qui fcmblc indiquer 
qiPelles craigncnt de perdre leurs membres fi clles les mettoient en mouvement, 6c qui prouve tres cer- 
tamcmcnt la fullicitudc paternelle de Partiftc toujours prevenuc dc Pidee que s'il eut detachc lcs membres 
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and the uncouth block, the pillar (KlflN) and the Herma of the Greeks, ftarted now at once and for 
the firft time into life — a god, a hero, or another wonder of Nature, animated by the divine genius and 
fpirit of Homer, of liberty and philofophy. 



The talents of the Greeks were befides whetted and polilhed by emulation, conflict and oppofite inte- 
refts, not only amongft fingle afpiring individuals, but alio amongft the various little, free, independent 
States, into which they had formed themftlves, before they ever gave any particular proofs or fymptom 
of ingenuity, or taftc fuperior to that of their neighbours in Egypt and Afia. Trade and commerce, to 
which they were all given, as expedient and congenial to their manners and fituation, in a free, barren, 
maritime country, equally excited their abilities, chiefly in arts and manufactures, in which the Egyp- 
tians, Phoenicians, and Afiatics, their contemporaries and predecelTors, never had arrived to elegance or 
perfection. 



Under thefe various impulfions of liberty, neccflity, and intereft, the freedom of fpecch and debate 
niufl at lait make nature triumphant in the minds ot tne people, by the profeffed ftudy and knowledge of 
her undifguifed laws, or by philofophy; which, till then, had always the coarfe and heavy veil of old 
fymbolical and allegorical learning, and the robes of priciihood and prieftcraft, in Egypt, as well as in Pcrfia 
and India. Is it a winder then, that thus circumitanced, excited, and inftrufted, the Greeks fliould have 
at I aft raifed their own, and the dignity of mankind, much beyond the flandard of all the nations ot 
antiquity ? That they Ihould have foon begun to feel the merit of Homer? To exprefs his beauties, by the 
uncontroled efforts of their graphic art, better than any nation of Africa or Afia were enabled or allowed 
to exprefs thofe of their facred writings ? And that, by the ftudy of nature and her laws, they fliould at 
Iaft, by their immortal mafter-pieces, have arrived to own, profefs, reipe£t 3 and prove her the only ob- 
ject, ftandard, and tell of arts and fciences, of genius and tafte } 

It would have been a wonder indeed had it happened othervvife ; and had not a fortunate fimilarity of 
circumftances, though upon a much larger fcale, produced it in this kingdom, nearly ftmilar, and it is 
hoped permanent and ever more linking ciTc£ts in the general manner of thinking of the people and of the 
artifts, 

«' Hail then to thee, 0 Liberty!" 

The juft-mentioned fortunate revolution in the manner of being, thinking, and acting of the Greeks, 
was certainly not brought on at once. Between four and live hundred years elapfed from the period of 
Homer to that of Scion and Pythagoras, in the Fiftieth Olympiad, about 580 years before the Chriftian rcra,

Cettc heureufe revolution dans la maniere d'etre, de penfer 6c d'ngir des Grecs, ne s' opera certaine- 
rruent pas a la fois.

long (pace of time we may, 1 think, with great propriety, afcribc the firft Greek attempts at engraving, 
and all thofe Scarnbces with Homeric or other Greek fubje&s with inferiptions ; which, in point of ftyle, 
refemble Egyptian worfcmanfhip, and arc but faint imitations of common nature. From thefe gems, 
however, it appears, that Greek genius laboured already to extend the graphic art to hiflorical fubjeft, 
which Egypt and Afia never attempted. The Scarabees, with the figures and names of "Tydeus, Pe!eus f 
Achilla * and the Theban heroes, prove it unqueftionably. One of the laws of Solon in particular refers 
to engraving, forbidding the engravers to keep or to make copies of feai rings, {Dkg* LacrL in vit* 
Solonis.) 



In this period lived Mncfarchus y the father of the philofopher Pythagoras y who, hy the account of 
Hcrm'tpptu and D'tog* Lacrtius, (vit- Philofoph.) was a feal -engraver, (AcMqyXioyXvfag) probably more 
eminent by the great name of his fon than his own merit in the art he profeffed. The learned at Florence 
have endeavoured to make him an Etrufcan, to compliment their famous modern fchool of engraving 
with fti venerable and old a name*. 

Then alfo, or foon after, between the Fiftieth and Sixtieth Olympiad, lived Theodore the Samlat\ 
the fon of Telcclen, who engraved the emerald of the Tyrant Poly crates, of whom we have fpoken 
before f. 

Under Pericles only, in the times of Hcrodcius 7 Thucydldes> Socrates f and Alciblades^ in the 
Eighty -feventh Olympiad, about 430 years before our aera, the arts of Greece arrived to perfection, in 
which they permanently profpered and brightly /hone in the times of Alexander* in the CXI — CX1V* 
Olymp. 323 before Chrift— nay, laded beyond the times of Augvjlus till the middle of the third century 
after Chrift; which, indeed, from the Fiftieth Olympiad is about 850, and from the sera of limner 125a 
years, of uninterrupted, well-defer ved encouragement and fuccefs. 



Their art of engraving fhared hi all thefe various periods the fate, ftylc, and advantages of the higher 
branches of the improved graphic arts, chiefly thofe of fbtuary, in which the greatefi: niaiter-picces were 
produced, and thefe it imitated in miniature* It expreffed now individual nature in portraits, which Egypt 
and the Eaft never attempted ; gods and heroes in the majeftic and noble forms of Homer and ideal nature, 
and the wonders of nature and fancy, which their fable and antiquity had confecrated for fymbols, or 
which otherwife were dear to their fuperflition and affections ; all that with fimplicity and truth, animated 
in a£lion and living. 

1 muft not lofe mvfelf in this wide field of praife, admiration, criticifm, and enquiry, nor repeat what 
other antiquaries have faid on thefe fubje£ts, or anticipate what the particular defcription of the heft

Dlogme Laerccy etoit graveur dc cachets, ( A&K^y hucy'Kv^oc) plus celebre probablemctit par le nom de 
ion fils que par fon propre merite dans Tart qu'il profeiToit* Les favants de Florence ont fait ce 
cjtfUs ont pit pour le rendre Etnifquc, pour rehauffer de ce nom aucien & venerable i'eclat de leur ecole 
moderae fi fameufe dViileurs*. 

Cefl a la meme epoque ou pcu de terns apres, entrc h Chiquantieme k la Cinquante Neuvieme 
Olympiade, que vivoit aufli Tbhdsre le Samkn, fils de Tclccks qui grava l'Emcraude du Tyron Polycratcs^ 
dont nous avons cidevant parlcf. 

Ce ne fut que fous Peridh, aux terns d ' Htrcdotc, de Tbucydide, de Soaate, & $ ALibiadc, dans la Qua- 
trevingt-dixfeptieme Olympiade, environ 430 ans avant notrc ere, que les arts de la Grece parvmrent a 
la perfection, dans laqucllc Us fe foutinrcnt avee tant d'eclat du terns $Akxandrc> dans les Olympiadcs 
CXI — CX1V. 321 ans avant le Chriflr. lis fkurtrent avec h meme vigueur jufqu'en de 9a du terns 
KAuptJlcy jufque vers le milieu du troifieme fiecle apres le Chrift ■ cequi, a compter de la Cinquantieme 
Olympiade forme une duree de 850, & a remonter au terns XHomire 1250 ans d'un fucces non interrompu

A toutes ces epoques diverfes, leur art de graver fuivit le fort, tcint ou flyle, & aux avantages des 
branches fupericures de Fart graphlque, particulierernent de celui de la fculpture dont il n'imitait qu'eu 
miniature les plus fublimcs chef-d'ecuvres ; il parvint alors a exprimer aufii la nature individuelle en 
oftnmt des portraits; tentative qui n'avoit jamais ete faite ni par les Egyptiens ni par les Orientaux; on 
vit les formes nobles 6c majeftueufes, de la nature ideale, que leur avoit donnees Homere, il en fut de 
meme des merveilles de la nature & de Imagination que leur fable & Tantiquitc avoient confacrees 
comme fymboles, ou qui pouvoient leur etre cheres a raifon d'affeftion ou de fuperftition \ le tout traite 
avec llmplicite & verite, le tout anime reprefentant Taftion & la vie. 

J'eviterai de m'egarer dans la vafte carriere ouverte a Tadmiration, aux louanges, i la critique, & a 
l'efprit de recherche, & furtout dc repeter ce que d'autres antiquaires ont dit fur ce$ fujets. Je me

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works of Greek and Roman antiquity may fuggefl in the courfc of the following work. But !t will not 
he thought improper, that I fhould fay fomething of the great matters and countries which diflinguiflied 
thcmfclves in this art, from its firil introduction and improvement amongft the Greeks to its downfall 
with the Roman Empire* 



That Ionia, Athens, Sicyon, Rhodes, Sicily , and Magna Greet a. mutt have produced many eminent 
engravers before the Macedonian and Roman conqueft, cannot he fubject to any doubt. The remaining 
Greek medals of that period prove it unqueftionably. Cyrene, a Greek fettlement on the coaft of 
Earbary, was, amongft many arts and luxuries, particularly famous for the excellence of its engravers, 
and for its fafhionablc extravagance in jewels, gems, and feal-rings. {Milan* vm\ JTtft, xh. c. 30.) Of 
Syraeufc, a Corinthian colony in Sicily, and its Tyrants and Kings, we have indeed fo many excellent 
medals of an high antiquity, that it would be a matter of furprife had not their matters applied their great 
talents alfo to fimilar miniature engravings on fine ttones. At Centuripi, a fmall town in Sicily, beau- 
tiful and numerous fragments of Cameos are ttill found ; and from the great number of every fort of 
engraved ftoncs, which are daily found on the fea-fhore, and in the vicinity of Naples, Baja 9 and Puzzoll, 
wc muft conclude that Grecian genius had not degenerated there, any more than in other Greek fettle- 
ments r nor did it in the leaft degenerate under the later Kings; for when Alexander (Olymp. CXI— XIV. 
before Chrift 334) and his fucceflbrs in Macedonia, Egypt and Syria, had put an end to Grecian liberty 
almoft every where, they could not extinguifh its fpirit and flame, which indeed can never be extin- 
guifhed in the minds and bofom of well-informed people, though oppreffed ; nor had they any induce- 
ment to neglect, what no defpqtifm would ever have produced, the better tafte of their own countrymen, 
which they rather rcfpeclcd and chcrifhed as a particular feature of their own national character. 



For their own fake, from good fenfe, vanity, and luxury, they gave the amplett encouragement ten 
the arts and their molt eminent profeflbrs. 

Their hittory gives proof of their magnificence on every page, nobly fupportcd by the ruins of their 
towns, as well as their medals which have reached us undecayed. Pyrgoletes fharcd of Alexander's magnificence. 
He was the only one whom the vanity of that ambitious King would allow to engrave his portraits ; 
and indeed from a beautiful head of Alexander in this collection, with the name of this engraver, which 
wc firft produce to the public, it really appears that the King's tafte was well -formed or directed in his 
choice. 

With as well-formed or directed a tafle Augujlus was equally partial to Diofcorides; and we have no 
rcafon to doubt but artifls of fimilar merit were equally well employed or rewarded by his family and 
fucceflbrs at Rome ; where, fmce the overthrow of Carthage, and of the great Grecian kingdoms in Ma- 
cedonia, Syria, and Egypt, all the riches and fpoils of the ancient world, and Grecian arts and tafte 
flourilhed, and w ere cultivated by way of luxury and oftcntation, yet rather by Greek than Roman 
ingenuity.

Concluding with a compliment to the Romans:

Is a fair confeffion and noble apology for that fcarcity, and perhaps inferiority, of Romrui artifts, which 
is pretty apparent by the perufal of our Index of the names and works of ancient and modern artifts. 
Their names on old gems, remarkable for beauty and excellence, being aimoft every one of them 
Greek, 



I. That the belt ancient gems are mod of them of Greek workmanfhip, 

IL That the artifts employed at Rome, whilft their art was ftill commendable for excellence, were 
moll of them of Greek extraction, and every one of them, Nicomachus excepted, wrote their names upon 
their works with Greek letters. 

III. That, comparatively fpeaking, but few Romans, fuch as jElms, Aulus^ Gmtus % Pnfcus, and 
Sfemtittwi arrived to any fimilar degree of excellence. And, 

IV. Such was the fway of public prejudice in favour of Greek tafte, even thofc Roman artifts affected 
to write their names hi Greek, or with Greek terminations : juft as formerly our muficians and fingers, 
from a fimilar prejudice for Italian mufical excellence, affected Italian appellations, and, abfurdly 
enough, added Italian title-pages to the publications of their works, which were intended for the Englifli 
public. 

In later times, however, when the art declined, and the Latin idiom, by uninterrupted dominion over 
the Greeks, was become more common amongft them (perhaps fmce the times of Adrian, and certainly 
not later than thofe oi Car acedia, in the beginning -of the third century, when all the free ftbjefte 
of the Roman empire were declared to be citizens) even Greek names, fuch as Mpollanus, Amaramhu;> 
Jntonymus, Ctfkas, Draco, Eutychcdes, Eutychianus, and others, appear upon gems in Latin letters, pro- 
mtfcuoufly with the names of Roman artifts of equal merit— for which we mull again refer to our Lift 
of the Artifts, In this alphabetical Lift appear many Greek and Roman artiJU, not mentioned by, or 
unknown to Baron Phil. Siofcb, when he publifhed his very curious work of the Gems of the Ancients, 
with the names of their engravers. It proves alfo, that this Collection contains a greater variety of their 
works, than either Stofch> Vetiorh or Gor't, were acquainted with j fo that I am confident it will furnifli 
acceptable materials to thofe literati, who might be defirous of forming fupplements to the work of Stofch, 
and of attempting a chronological arrangement of all thefe old mafters, by intrinfic evidence and the

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characters and fubjccls of their refpcc~tivc works, by the afliftancc of the ancient medals, and the few 
(parks of light which ancient inferiptions, Pliny and other records of hifiory will now and then throw 
upon them. 

In this, however, I apprehend, much muft be left to conjecture; and, at any rate, even the completed 
lift of old engravers, which might be formed and arranged in that manner, mufl prove exceedingly defi- 
cient when compared with the immenfe number of their excellent anonymous gems and medals, which 
have been preferved in the long feries of ages, and the vaft extent of countries, in which their art was 
formerly cultivated, encouraged, and applied. 

Gori (in his Hift. Glyptographica, P. M.) has indeed taken very great pains to fwell that lift with the 
names of lome engravers, and of many artifts, in gold, filver, and precious Hones*, who, for aught we 
know, might have pradlifcd engraving alio ; but, unfortunately, thaz can be proved onlv of a few; nor 
can any of their works, till we fhall find their names on genuine antiques, bear and ftand the fevire 
trial of authenticity. 

Here I muft obferve, that w r e cxn never be too fcrupulous and fevere ; for fmcc the publication of 
Baron Stofch's celebrated work on the gems, with the names of their artifts, and the fubfequemt iimilar 
publications of Gorif 9 fuch gems are become rather numerous, and impoftors have but too frequently 
availed thcmfelves of the public prejudice in their favour, and mifapplied the information, which honeT: 
antiquarians and hiftorians had thrown, or endeavoured to throw upon the hiftory of the art. Hardly 
any trick of fraud, forgery, and impolition has been left untried.

I. Some of the beft works of the ancient mafters, with their names, have been copied with aftonifiiing 
•accuracy and ingenuity, and, I apprehend, fomctimes fold for originals. 

II. Accurate pafte impreffions, of excellent originals, have been ground away, and fet a jour with and 
upon a bottom or doublet of the fame kind of ftonc. 

III. Good old gems, Intaglios as w r ell as Cameos, have been made more faleable by the names of 
ancient artifts cut upon them by modern hands. 

IV. Copies of other good gems have been made topafs for the works of celebrated old artifts.

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V. Even modern works and compofitions have appeared with their names. 

VL Alfo old good Greek and Roman names have been ufed for fjmilar purpofes, which never had been 
or fuppofed to belong to artifts, or which at beft belonged to perfons of whom it is very problematical 
and uncertain whether they ever practiced this art. 

Of all thefc various forgeries, numerous in fiances will be found in the courfe of this work ; for we have 
not countenanced them by civil but equivocal filence when and wherever we detected them, either by 
the hints and fufpicions of our predeceiTors and manufcript information, or by other means, and chiefly 
by the trial of the refpecYive feries, to which fuch fufpicious gems belong; becaufe this kind of confron- 
tation hardly any one will bear, and fomehow or other the impoftors and the impojfltion will be betrayed 
by it. 

Here, as in the moft proper place, T beg leave to give a few new inftances how cautions we fhould be 
in admitting any new Greek or Roman name into the lift of ancient engravers, and how averfe we fhould 
be to buying gems with tile names of ancient mafterSj at the enormous prices which dealers and Ckcrones 
generally put upon them. 

The name of Agathaw^clus had hardly been introduced to the notice of the public, as a frced-man belong- 
ing to the ho ufl) old of j&wia®, when an able impoftor, upon a fuppofition that, lifcc.JSfctts&te* Ep'dynchanusy 
and other freed-men of that family, he might be a goldfmith, jeweller, or engraver, immediately failed 
htm to that character. A beautiful head of one of the Pompcys was fliewn and circulated among the 
G&gfiofcetiti at Rome, and the name of Agathayigclurf w 7 as upon it* It was juftly admired for its workman- 
fliip, which undoubtedly approached the excellence and character of the Augujlan age. 

But could the heirs of the Antiquarian Sabhatini at Rome, whofe property it was, have fold it in 1749, 
at the enormous price of 450 Roman fcudi, to the Polifli nobleman, who gave it as a prefent to the 
Marchionefs of LunevUld%^ if the buyer, or an hone ft intelligent antiquarian in his place, had examined 
the Greek infeription ?— Its letters every one individually are well cut — and yet the whole betrays the 
ignorance of the impoftor at firft fight. 

On a Hmilar, but more ingenious attempt, of introducing a Roman Cuius into the lift of the moft eminent 
artifts of antiquity,' I have freely communicated my doubts and apprehenfions.

INTRODUCTION. 



The name TAPOC or TAPOT, which appears on foine fine engravings, was nofc fo much as fuf- 
pecTiecL Lippert took it for that of an eminent Greek artift — we have fliewn that it is a modern artift, 
being fimply a Greek transition of the German name of Matter (one of the grcateil engravers of this 
age). Like one of the Torriccltfs, Berfflb% Ghinghi, and other excellent modern artifls, under tit 
tuition, direction ? and influence of the late Baron FhtL Stofch> at Florence, he not only frequently put 
his name upon his works in Latin capitals* hut now and then alio in Greek letters and initials; and this 
Greek tranflation of his own name is quite in the character of an artift defirous of trying his powers of 
impofition and excellence— being a puzzle and an impenetrable riddle to every fcholar, except his coun- 
trymen the Germans. Should he, and the juft-mentioned other excellent artifts, never have put other 
Greek names upon their copies or their own works ? Should they never have fold them for antiques ? 



Natter, in his 7rahe fur VArt de la Gravure, ftrongly deprecates that laft dirty imputation \ but does not 
lie unguardedly confefs, that fometimes he cut the names of Greek artifts upon good copies and modern 
works, in compliance with the commands of his employers ? What fecurity had he, that thefe his em- 
ployers had none but honeft intentions in their fmgular commands? Or what honell fteps did lie take to 
defeat them if they were, or appeared to be fraudulent? He might, and, for his own fake, he ought to 
have fpecihed thofe gems, which, in that manner and by command, he marked with Greek names. 
As he has not thought proper to do it, he juftly is fufpecled to have been acceflary to fraud and 
forgery. This filence to the very fufpicious antiquity of that famous beautiful Dog's Head of the 
pretended Cauls, which 1 have juft mentioned, and the great praifes he he flows upon it, as alfo the 
extravagant praifes wherewith he exalts to the Ikies, as the greateft mafier-piece of antiquity, a fine 
engraving, which rcprefents Mmm prote&ed by Jpolto, and which, neverthelefs, hardly lias any cha- 
racter of ancient manner to recommend it, and rather plainly betrays unequivocal marks of his own 
manner, 1^.9381, fully convict him not to have been innocent of, or ignorant in the old tricks of 
Italian jockeyihip ; in which, I am forry to obferve it, the late Baron Philip Siofeh, at Florence, is 
iufpecTied and reported to have been very expert and fuccefsfuh 



The names of modern maftcrs fairly expreflcd in Greek characters may alfo, though in a more inno- 
cent manner, miflead the opinion of antiquarians into an erroneous belief that they are the names of old 
matters. 1 do not glance here at the names of Pazaglia, Ja\ Roft, Shieti, Majini, and others j which, when 
-appearing in Greek letters, have been fometimes millaken for the names of Greek artifts by antiquarians, 
who furely were not qualified to judge of Greek names, 1 mean to fpeak of thofe only which being 
originally Greek, might bring on more pardonable mistakes, and become handles and inftmmenrs of 
error and impofition — of this kind are the names of Felix and of Alexander. The former expreflcd in Greek 
letters, without any other addition, is the Chriftian name of Felice Bernahe, an excellent modern engraver 
at Florence*-— and does not confequently imply any identity of perfon with different ancient engravers 
of the fame name — for whofe works I refer to our Index.

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The latter, I mean the name of Alexander^ has hitherto been confidered as belonging to one of tha 
moft eminent matters of antiquity* Upon that fuppofition, or rather with an intention to try its foun- 
dation, I have carefully collected and compared the impreffions which are ornamented with his name, or 
with fuch fyllablcs as might be confidered initials of the fame. 

N°. 13104, a Cornelian, in the King of Prufha's cabinet— reprcfentmg a Bull, of exqurfite workmaufhip, 
with the name A AG 5 A underneath and 

N°. 1440, taken from a Sulphur of Baron Stofth, reprcfenting ahead of Scrapis^ of good character but 
of inferior workmanship, with the fame name of A AG HA indifferently cut — did not indeed fpeak of 
Alexander. Their very different workrnanlhip befpeaks them to be the works of two different ancient 
matters of the name of Akxa or Alexas, which is not an uncommon name in the hiftory of the old artiils ; 
for a SEGVLIVS, ALEXSA, AVRVFEX, is mentioned in an infeription in Gruttrs Collection*, 
who might even be a jeweller and an engraver ; and with another Alexas we are acquainted, by 

N°. 7406, which is a fragment in the Florence Cabinet, whofe infeription, KOTNTOC AAGHA 
GnOlGl, leaves no doubt of his having been an engraver— probably llnce Greece had fubmitted to the 
Romans. 

The only apparently ancient gem with the full name of Alexander is a Cameo of Sardonyx , which is pro- 
bably here in England, and of which Stofch has given a very beautiful print, {Blanche VI). We have no 
impreffion of the original; on which, according to Baron Stofctis print, is engraved AAEBANA. E. 
which is rather an uncommon abbreviation for AAEH ANATOC EIIOiEI. We have two Intaglio 
copies of it without this infeription. One under n* 6705, taken from a Sulphur of Siofch, which feems 
to be indifferent Cinqueccnto, and is not commendable for beauty or excellence ; another under n°. 6706, 
an excellent malter-picce of the modelling of our late very excellent Mr. Mofer, of the Royal Academy, 



Baron Stofcb, though he gives a good defcrlption, and a fuperb print of the fine allegory, which it repre- 
fents, fays not one fingle word about its mailer; and GV/, in his ILjh Dci'Iyl'-o^raphica, admits it, with a 
fimilar filence, amongit the bell; unqucftionable antiques, placing the name Alexander anion g ft the moft 
eminent and undoubted mailers of antiquity ; without intrinfic evidence, or any other proof, than that 
uncommon infeription engraved upon a Cameo, which indeed is very u n fat i Victory, and leaves its 
Grecian antiquity expofed to a very ju ft appiehenfion, that it docs not reach beyond the times of 
Alelfandro Cefan, a modern engraver of the fifteenth century ; who, on account of his uncommon tafte 
and abilities, was called U Grecof* According to Ema Vicol, he, like other Italian engl avers of that 
age, excelled in the art of counterfeiting of antique medals, and, according to Vafari and iXlarktie^ he

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equally excelled In Cameos, upon fome of which, as that of King Henry II. of France, and of Phtetdn iii 
the Zanctil Cabinet at Venice, he engraved his name as a Greek, in Greek letters, either AAts AN APOT 
or AAfiEANAPOC GTIOIGI, nearly as we find upon 5^//;'s Cameo, Vafari feems even to have 
mentioned the very Cameo we are fpeaking of; fo that the filence of Baron Stofch upon this fubjecT: is 
rather fufpicious, and Gsri's aflertion is at beft a compliance to his friend the Baron, and is the poill : • 
and buyer of his Cameo, being, upon the whole, neither more nor lefs 5 than a jefuitical evafion, giving 
to understand that he fpoke of an eminent artiit of Greek antiquity, when he could fpeak only of an 
eminent artift of the fixteenth century, who was called, and called himfelf, il Grew* 

Before I had examined into all this, I had indeed entertained an idea, cc that there was an ancient 
(t Greek engraver of the name of Alexander, that this Cameo is his, and that this eminent matter lived 
u at Rome, about the time of the kin; Carthagenian war, between the CL. and CLX Olympiad;'* for 
I thought Plutarch had fpoke of him in the life of P. jEmillus \ where, mentioning the degraded family of 
that mean and cowardly laft King of Macedonia, P erf ens, he fays, " that his third fon, Alexander , accord- 
u ing to report, acquired a great lkill in engraved relief and final I work/' 

The verb rcr^iv -*cchre— admits of fuch a canftriuStion, even after all the learned efforts of Salmaftus, 
in Polyp, p. 735, Bent ley on Horace, Art. 441, and Heyne in his excellent German DillertaUon on the 
Toreutick of the Ancients, and Pliny*. 

But, as before faid, I muft give up my Royal Engraver, and explain that paflage of Plutarch by another 
of Jmmianus Marcellbw.s, towards the end of his XlVthBook ; where he fays, that that unfortunate and 
innocent Prince (artem ferrariam ad quarendum vtclum cxerai'iffe) u had, from ncceflity, learnt to fupport 
M himfelf at Rome, as a Smith or Metal-worker;" which evidently gives additional ftrengtb to the full 
proof of my worthy friend Hcyne, that td^% toreuma and toreutick, is always fynonymous to the Latin 
celare and eclatura, and commonly in Greek, as well as Latin, implies relief- work in filver or other 
metal. 

After this, I hope, not mifplaced excurfion on the nature and difficulties of the Hiftory of Ancient 
Engravers and Engraving, and before I difmifs this fubfe<&, I have (till to obferve, that amongft the 
Greeks, and chiefly at Rome, the Engravers and their Art had encouragement and employment much 
beyond any thing, that gur times and faftiions warrant the ableft artifls to expect. It was not confined 
to the engraving of feals, which always had been, and will be, an extenfive branch of their bufinefs ; 
but iuch was the magnificence and tafle of the ancients, it was applied alfo upon the moft extenfive 
fcale to the making of the richeft jewels, toys, and trinkets for wear and ornament; rings, bracelets, 
ear-rings, necklaces, buckles, clafps, girdles, fafhes— nay, even the robes, gowns, and flioes, of the great, 
the rich, and the extravagant ladies and gentlemen were often richly fet and variegated with engraved 
gems— probably with Cameos, which cannot ferve any other purpofe than ornament. The fame tafle 
and profulion adorned now and then the helmets, brealr-piat.es, bucklers, <fword-handies, and fcabbnrds;

Apres cette digrcfllon qui, je me flatte, ne parottra point dcplacce, fur la nature ic Les difficultes dfe 
l'Hiftoire des Anciens Graveurs & de leurs ouv rages, & avant que je quitte ce fujet, il me refte a 
obferver que parmi les Grecs &. principalement a Rome, les Graveurs etoient employes & encourages 
beaucoup au~de-la dc ceque les artiftes les plus hablles peu vent attendrc de nos jours. Cet art ne fc 
borroit pas a la gravure des cachets, qui en a ete & en fera toujours une branchc etendue ; mais tels etoient 
le gout & la magnificence des anciens qu*on Pcmployoit auffi avec la plus grande profufion a la fabrique des 
plus riches bijoux, tels q^e bagues, boucles, d'oreillesj colliers, agraffes, boucles, bracelets, ceintures — 
les habits meme, les robes, & tesfouliers, tant des femmes extravagantes que des hommes riches 6c d'un etat 
fuperieur, etoient fouvenr btodes en pierres gravees de diverfes couleurs probablement en Camees qui 
Re peu vent fervir qu'a Tornement. Le meme gout, la ineme profufion ornoient fouvent les cafques, les 
cuiruffes, les boucllcrs, les poignees d'epees, St lesfourreaux, jufqu'aux fclles & aux harnois des orgueilleux

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nay, even the faddlcs and the horfe-furniture of the proud warriors. The large Cameos, and many old 
engraved relief ornaments muft have had their place and deftination m cabinet work and furniture, 
Thoufands and thoufands of Intaglios and Cameos were fet in the gold and fdver cups, vafes, and plates 
which the rich and luxurious confecrated as ornaments of their fide-boards, or which pride or bigotry 
depofited in the temples of their divinities. With a fimilar magnificence, even large cups, goblets, vafes, 
and urns were made of folid Onyx, Sardonyx, and Rock Chryftal, externally ornamented with relievo- 
work by eminent and great matters. Some of them have been preferved, to our wonder and our afto- 
nUhment ; for, on calculation, their enormous expence, and the immenfe time and labour which muft 
have been beftowed upon them, and comparing them with our cheaper and eafier materials and ornaments, 
we find ourfelves at a lofs how to appreciate the tafte, the magnificence, the folly, or the wifdom of 
antiquity. I muft, with forae reluctance, fupprefs in this place what fuch a comparative view of old 
aad modern magnificence will, by itfelf, fuggeft to the philofopher, and to the friend and profeffor of 
the art, upon their rcfpecTive and very ftriking difference j for 1 have only to fpeak of the engravers as 
artifts fubfervient to, and depending for their fupport and celebrity upon public tafte and fafhion ; and it 
is with fome fatisfaction I can obferve here, that our good and eminent art ids need not be difpiritcd by 
that apparent difference, or the frugality, ficklcnefs, and meannefs of modern tafte in ornaments and 
jewellery, for real merit and honour have always gone hand in hand in every age ; and their predeccfTors, 
even the mofi eminent artifts of antiquity, have 3 upon the whole, been nearly upon the fame footing as 
they themfelves are amongft us j that is to fay, the very great difficulty of excelling in their art, and of 
getting by it both lafting honour and independence of livelihood, engaged them in various eafier and at 
the fame time more profitable arts and trades, %vhich are connected with, and depending upon their own 
ingenuity, tafte, and ftudy. There is no doubt that, like many of our be ft modern engrave rs^ they cut in Jleei 
mid engraved dies of medals, which, confidering the great variety and beauty of the ancient coin, feems to have 
been a very refpcctable and extenfive branch of bufinefs ; and probably, if our financiers fbould ever pleafe 
ferioufly to think of doing full juftice and giving full weight to the public, this will be one of the moil 
effectual means of putting the coinage of guineas, ihillings, and halfpence above the reach and abilities of 
fhabby difhoneft button-makers in the dark lanes of Birmingham or London, There Is not, perhaps, 
in all the cabinets of Europe, one fingle inftance of an old Greek falfe coin in gold or filver — whereas 
the plated, or Jub^rati^ are as common as our bad Shillings, in the Roman feries of thofc ages in which 
the coinage was lefs perfect, and probably left to mere mechanics. Many were Jewellers and Goldfmiths ; 
of Agathopus, Epitynchanusy Evodus, and Hedy$ y who belonged to the houfhold of Livia, the mother of 
Tiberius, we know it from the infer iptions of their tombs, which were found at Rome about the year 
1724*. Of Carpus, Felix, Scleucas, and Teucer, the fame may be proved, by various infc options in the 
Collection of Gruter and Muratori, or by other records of antiquity . 



It would be fuperfluous repetition of former antiquaries, were I to fpeak here of the nature and various 
ufes of the Rings of the Ancientsf, or of the great value which ancient tafte and yirtu put on the beft and 
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gucrriers. 11 faut que les plus grands Cameos Sc beaucoup d'anciens ornemens graves cm relief ayent etc 
employes en marqueterie £c en meubles.

^normes qu'ils ont du couter, rimmenfitc dc terns 6c de travail qu'ils out cxige, fi on les compare cufulte 
avec les materiaux oc les ornements que nous employons avec pins de facilite & a mfiniment meilleur 
marche, nous ne favons quelle idee attacher au gout, a la magnificence, a la folie, ou a la fageffe ds 
Tantiquite. Ce n'eft pas fans regret que je me vols oblige de fupprimer ici le tableau comparatif de 
la magnificence ancienne & moderne. La difference frappera d'elle meme le philofophe oc Tami des arts 
ainfi que celui qui les profefle ; jc n'ai qu'a parler des graveurs confideres comme artiilcs dependans pour 
leur bien etre & leur celebrite du gout public & de la mode ; & ce n'eft pas fans quelque fatisfactiort 
que j'obferverai ici que nos bons & eminents artiftes ne doivent point etre decourages par cette difference 
apparent^ m par la mefquinerie & les caprices du gout moderne cn ornements & en jouailleric, par 
ceque dans tous les terns Thonneur 6c le meritc reel one ete infe parables : a confiderer le tout & leurs 
prcdecelTeurs, les artiftes les plus eminents de TantiquitCj out ete dans leur terns a-peu-pres, fur le 
meme pied ou les not res font aujourd'hin ; e'eft-a-dire, que, la grande difficulte d'exccller dans leur art, 
£c de fe procurer par fon moyen un nom durable, & une fubfiftance independante, les engagea a fe livrer 
a pluiicurs arts & metiers plus ailcs & en meme terns lucratifs, dont lc fucces dependoit de leur induftric, 
de leur gout, & de leur application, II n*eft point doutcux ? quVmu qu'tm grand nombre de nos graveurs 
modernes, iis ayent grave en ader & travaille des moules pour les medailles ; ce qui, ft Ton con fide re U 
grand vanete & la beaute des anciennes efpeces, femble avoir du former une branche confiderable de ce 
genre d'induftrie ; &c probablcment, s'il plaifoit jamais a nos financiers de penfer ferieufement a faire jufticc 
au public en lui donnant fon poids de metail en entier, il ferait Tun des moyens la plus efficaces de mettre 
la fabrique des guinees, des chelins, & des demi-fous hors de la portee £c du talent de boutonniers mal- 
honnetes qui pratiquent cette fraude dans les fales ruelles de Birmingham 5c de Londres. 11 ne exine 
peutetre pns dans tons les cabinets de 1' Europe un feul exemple d'une ancienne piece dc monnoye Grequc 
faufTe, foit en or foit cn argent ; tandis que les pieces fourrees ou argentees font aufli communes, que nos 
mauvais chelins, dans les collections de monnoies Romaines des fiecles ou Tart de monnoyer etoit moins 
parfait & probablcment abandonne a de fimples ouvriers. Beaucoup dc ces artiftes etoient Jouallicrs & Or- 
fevres; les inferiptions trouvees a Rome vers Tan 1724*% fur les tombeaux d'Agathopus, d' ' Epttymhanus t 
d'Evodus, & de Hedys, nous apprennent que ces artiftes, qui appartenoient a la maifon de Livie mere de TMre y 
uniffoient ces deux profefnons. On peut prou ver la meme chofe de Carpus^ Fetix^ Seleucus y 8c Teuctt\ par di- 
ver fes inferiptions dans les Collections AzGriiterhL^MMratori^ ainfi que par d'autres monuments de 1'antiquite. 

Parler ici de la nature & des divers ufages des Bagues des Anciens, ferait unc repetition fuperflue dc 
ce qu'ont dit les antiquairest ainfi que du prix immenfe que Tancien gout (virtu) attachoic auxmeiUeurs 
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curious works of the old engravers. " Cenfu opinio digitos owrabant" ct They loaded their fingers 

with princely fortunes/' fays Pliny, xxxih. I. and fome of the grearcfl and moll illuitrious men of 
antiquity had fo great a regard for their collections of Rings and engraved Jewels, that fometimes they 
left them to the public to prevent dilapidation. Pompcy placed in the Capitol the Rings, Gems, and 
jewels, which he had found in the treafures among the fpoils of Mithridaics.— Pliny xxxvii. i. C&far 
confecrated and gave to the Temple of Venus Gemtrix^ his Cabinet or Dactyliotheca, which he had 
collected with immenfe expencc.— Sucton, c. 47, Marccllm^ the nephew of Augujlu^ dedicated his to 
the Sanctuary of the Temple of Apolh PahAinus. It was then, as in our days, the poorer and the lower 
fort of people would imitate the great and the rich, and figure away by external form and fliow of things 
or fafhions which furpafTcd their faculties. Gilt or Brafs — nay, even Iron Rings, were from that prin- 
ciple wore by the lower fort of people, — Pliny xxxiii. 1. And the enormous prices which were paid for 
fine ftones, and the high eftimatiou in which engraved gems always were held by men of tafte and 
falhion, muft have very early fuggefted the idea of imitating them in coloured glafs compofitions, which, 
on one hand, imitating the colours and brilliancy of the originals, would, on the other, exactly fhew 
the beauty of their workmanfhip, and accordingly make them fit for moft of the purpofes for which they 
were collected. 

The famous old glafs manufactories of Egypt, Tyre, and Sklon*, which fu mimed the Phoenicians 
With great and various objects of exportation to all Europe, and to the remoter! nations f, would of 
courfe very foon furnifh their fagacious neighbours, the Greeks, with the very belt materials for fpeculation 
and imitation. In Egypt they made, in remoteli antiquity, rich coloured glafs and enamels, of which 
various proofs are found amongft the Egyptian antiquities; and the Phoenician traders difperfed them 
ever all the world in various forms, even in that of glafs beads ; and, we have very good reafons to 
apprehend, for purpofes fimilar to thofe for which our Chriftian traders in flaves, manufacture and export 
them to the coaft of Guinea and Madagafcar. Such old glafs-beads, fometimes of curious and apparently 
Phoenician workmanfhip, and here in England erroncoufly enough called Druids' heads, are frequently 
found in the urns and fepulchrai monuments of the barbarous nations, which the Phcenlcians formerly 
vifked, for the laudable purpofe of bartering baubles for amber, gold, tin, Haves, girls, and other valu- 
able commodities. 'Could the Greeks have poffibly neglected the broad hint given to their ingenuity > 
They had at Alexandria very extenfive and great glafs-houfes ; and they furely made the moft of it in 
every form and fhape, which the knowledge, ufe, or famion of their times would point out to them ; fo 
did all their colonies, and all the nations who cultivated Greek arts, tafte, and ingenuity. 



What Seneca tells us (Epiit. 90.) of the philofopher Democritus, " that fince the Phoenician invention 
** of Glafs he had found the art of making artificial Emeralds, which, in his own, that is, in the days 
u of Seneca, ferved to colour tiles, brick, and ftone ware," proves, that the Greeks were attentive to 
that art, and to its various applications in a very high antiquity, and that, properly fpeaking, Democrim

Des la plus haute antiquite les Egyptiens 
fabriquolent du verre & des emaux des plus riches coleurs; on en trouve diverfes preuves parmi les antiquitcs 
Egy ptienncs ; lesmarcbands Pheniciens les difpersercnt dans toutes les parties du monde, ious diverfes formes, 
meme fous celle de grains de chapelets; nous fommcs tres fon des a croireque Tobjet de cc commerce reflembloit 
beaucoup acelui de ceux de nos Chretiens qui font la traite des Negres fur la cote deGuinee.& de Madagafcar.

*> du terns de lui Scneque) fervoient a colorer des vafes de terre cuite, ou de brique & de pierre,' J prouve 
que des une antiquite tres reculee a les Grecs s'occupoient de cet art & des divers objets auxquels il

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had found neither more nor lefs than the art of making green parte, and glazing by green glafs enamel. 
Of that pafte and enamel, they had every fhade of colour. The Romans, from its perfect imitation of 
the Lapis Ob/dianus, a hlack ./Ethiopian glaffy, more or, lefs, opaque ftone, {which probably was like 
the black glafly lava from Ireland) called it Varum Obfidianum^ the red opaque like Jafper, they 
called Hamatimoiu They had it alfo, as Pliny adds*, M Album, & Murrhinum, aut Hyacinthos Sapphirofquc 
** imitalum, £ff omnibus aliis coloribus. Nec eft alia nunc materia fequacior, aut fiflura accommodatwr. Maximum 
t; tamen bonos in candido tranjluccntibm, quam proxime Chrijlalli fimiliiudhit " which is certainly what might 
be faid and expected by the mofl (kilful glafs manufacturer and chemift. 

By Vitrum Murrhinum^ Pliny certainly underftood, in this place, a Glafs or Parle, which imitated the 
various colours of thofe celebrated Vafa Murrhina, which were firfl feen at Rome in the Triumphal 
Entrv of Pompcy y after his fuccefsful campaigns againft ATithridatcs, and for which afterwards fuch extra- 
vagant prices were paid by the Romans, that it paffes almoft the conception of the warmer! Virtuoji^ and 
the belief of the mofl credulous antiquarians. Three hundred talents!— no lefs than thirty thou fand 
pounds fterling — which Pctronius paid for one Tingle bowl of that kind, and which he broke to prevent 
Nero from feizing it, in order to ornament his fide-board w r ith this precious vefTel— is really a price of 
fuch enormity, that antiquarians have been as it were bribed by it, as a premium to find out what thefe 
Vafa Marrhina poffibly might have been made of. Variegated Agate, Sardonyx, old China, Pottery- 
nay, even Glafs of different ftrata, ornamented externally with Cameo-work, have been tried and fitted 
to the occafional defcriptions which the ancients have left us of thefe Vafes ; but in a manner which is 
far from being fatisfactory. Not one of the ancients ever faid that they were ornamented with relief 
engravings. Pliny, who gave the molt circumftantial account of them J, feems to hint that they were 
looked upon, " as m>jiji bodies hardened by beat under ground, and that they never were thicker than * 
61 common goblet." 



This, and the Murrheaquc in Parthis pocula coBa facts of Propertlus, Lib. IV, Eleg. 5, V. 26. with the general 
report, that they came from the Eaft, from Parthia and Caramania, perfuaded fomc antiquarians of the 
lirft rank ||, that they were a kind of China Ware; for China formerly always came from the Eaft, and 
it is a fine clay, turned very thin upon the potters wheel, and afterwards baked to femivitrification in 
mou files or caps, which guard it againft the immediate contact of air and flame* But does that agree 
with the enormity of the prices for which they fold, at a time when the Indian trade by land and by fea 
was of old Handing? And how can that opinion be reconciled with the characteriftic d. fcription of Pliny > 
faying, " that they were held in high eftimation on account of their various colour 5 their fpots winding 
" round into purple and milk-white, and a third bright, burning, reddiih colour, arifing from the

** qccommodatlor, Afaximus tamen honos in candldo tranflucentlbus^ qttam proxlms Chryjtalll JimWitudlnc ^ volla 
certainement tout ceque Ton pourroit dire Sc attendre de nos plus habiles verriers & chymiftes. 



Par Vltrum Murrhinum 7 Ptlnc, dans ce paffagc, n'a certainement pas entendu fimplement Je Color 
Myrrhcus ou Afyrreus, d'Uorace, qui eft le chaitain-clair ou Y auburn Anglois dont les anciens ne 
faifoient ufage qu'en parlant de cheveux ; mais un verre ou une pate qui imitolt les couieurs diverfes 
de ccs celebres Vafa Afurrhlna que Ton vit pour premiere fois a Rome lors de PEntree Triomphalc 
de Pompce, apres fon beureufc & brillante campagnes contre Mhhrldate^ & pour lefquels les Romains pay - 
erent eufuite des prix fi extravagants qu'ils pafTcnt prefque la conception du plus ardent Vlrtuofc^ 8c la 
croyance du plus credule antiquaire. Trois cent talents ! environ trente mille livres fterling, que 
Petronius pay a pour une feule jatte de cette efpece, & qu'il brifa depuis pour mortifier Pextravagance de 
Neronf) font reellement un prix fi cnorme, qu'il femblc avoir agi comme un prixpropofe aux antiqnaires 
pour trouver de quels materiaux il etoit poilible que ces vafes ayent ete compofes. On a eflTaye de cal- 
culer & de rapprocher des diverfes defcriptions que les anciens nous en ont laiftees, PAgathe de diverfes 
couieurs, la Sardoine, Pancienne Porcelainc, & jufqu'a du Verre de divers lits extcrieurement orne 
d'ouvrages en Camees ; mais il s J en faut beaucoup que les refultats de ces calculs foyent egalement 
fatisfaifans. Jamais aucun ancicn iPa dit que ces vafes fuflent ornes de gravures en relief. Pline, qui en 
a donne la defcription la plus circonftanciee que nous ayonsl, femble donner a entendre qu'ils ctoient 
regardes comme des corps humldcs durcls par la chalcur fous terre ; & qu'ils n'etoient pas plus epais qu'un 
gobelct ordinaire* 

Ce pafTnge de Pline \ le vers de Propcrce, Lib. IV. Eclog. 5. V. 26. Murrheaque in Parthls pocula cofiafocis, & 
le bruit general que ccs vafes venoient de POrient, du pays des Parthes & de la Caramanie, perfuadcrent 
a quclques antiquaires de la plusbaute celebrite j| qu'ils etoient d'une efpece de Porcclaine^ par la raifon 
qu'anciennement la Porcelaine ne fe tiroit que dc TOrient, & que e'eft une argille fine, que Ton tourne 
d'une epaifleur tres mince fur la roae a potiers, que l'on cuit enfuite jufqu'au degre de femivitrification dans 
des mouffles pour les preferver du contact immediat de 1'air & de la flamme, Mais cela s*accorde-t-il avec 
Tenormitie du prix auquel ces vafes furent vendus, dans un terns ou le commerce de Tlnde tant par 
terre que par mer etolt deja etabli des longtcms ? Et comment peut-on faire cadrer cette opinion avec la 
defcription cara&eriftique de PIme y c^ui dit * q t u'ils etoient infiniment eftimes a raifon de la variete de 
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u different fhades of their mixture* ?" To fay of Pliny^ that this was his dcfcriptlon of the Chtncfe or 
Indian fanciful and bright coloured painting on China, is tantamount to faying, that he never had feen 
a picture ; that, like certain barbarians, he could not diftinguilh a painted likenefs of fomething in 
nature from white, red, or purple fpots ; in ftiort, that he abfolutely was an ideot when he wrote this 
nonfenfe, which is both cruel and unneceflary. 1 at leaft cannot prevail upon myfelf to deprive Pliny* 
or thofe he copied, of common fenfe and defcriptive powers by fo unmerciful a jlroke of criticifm, merely 
for the (:ike of f importing an hypothetic, which has no foundation, and for which there is no occafion 
whatever. 



That Pliny t and thofe he copied, were but very impereftly informed of the country from which the 
Afyrrba t Murrba, or Afyrrhine Vafes^ came, and that they were equally ignorant of the means by which 
art or nature produced their particular commendation of bright colours, appears upon the very face of his 
account* All that he or they learned from the merchants, who brought thefc fancied curioiitics from 
the Eaft, or India, purely with an intention to levy contributions upon the fanciers of them, was only 
to keep that profitable trade to themfelvcs, and in the dark, as long as pofRble. They might mifiead his 
judgment with regard to all thefe points; but what he faw himfclf with his own eyes, and what every 
body at Rome might fee when he pleafed, wc muft allow him to have defcribed, not as an ideot, 
not as an impoftor, but as a fenfiblc and honed man. 



If thefe Vafes were of variegated Agathe, or Sardonyx, eon fitting of ftripes or ft rata of milk-white 
Onyx, or Chalcedons, fat u rated Amethyft, or purple, bright red, and the different fhades thence arifing* 
and cut into the fize and thinnefs which Pliny mentions, then they were indeed wonders of nature and 
art, which extravagant epicures might fancy and buy at exorbitant prices. They would, in our days, be 
looked upon as very great curiouties; for, great and extenfive as our knowledge is, in the wonders and 
productions of the mineral kingdom, where does Nature produce Agathes and Sardonyxes, of that kind, 
found and unblemiflied, big enough for Bowls of the fize which Pliny defcribest? Let Naturalifb, 
Mineralogies, and Engravers judge of it. 



Even if fuch precious maffes fhould be found, who would dare to fcoop them out fo thin as Pl'my 
mentions J ? Such Agathes and Sardonyxes would, according to the nature of their ft ratification, cr their 
manner of cutting, pre fen t either their parallel firata ftraight and undulating, or angular, running and 
winding round and through the body of thefe Vafes, or Ihcw only their furface circular or angular

A la fimple infpecTion de fa dcfcription meme, il parolt que Plhic h ceux quM a copies nc connoifibient 
que trcs imparfaitcmcnt le pais d'ou ces Vafcs de Myrrbini furent apportes; qu'ils ignoroient egalemeut 
les moyens par Icfquels Tart ou la nature produifirent cet effct qui les rendoient fi brilliants cn 
couleurs & fi recommandablcs : tout cequ'ils purent apprendre des marchands qui apportirent ces curiofitcs 
de fantaifie de FOrient ou de Flnde, trcs certainement dans Fintention de mettre a contribution les 
amateurs des chofes extraordinaires, & de garder pour cux aufli longrems qu'il feroit pofTible le fecret 
d'un commerce fi lucratif, fe reduifoit a peu de chofe, car il eft a fuppofer qu'ils chercherent a egarcr 
leur jugement, fur tous les points ; mais nous devons convenir que ce n'eft pas en idcot, en impofteur, 
mais en homme honncte Sc cclaiic qu'il a decrit cequ'il a vu lui me me de fes propres yeux, 6t ceque 
quiconque vivoit alors a Rome pouvoit voir quand bon lui fembloiL 

Si ces Vafes etoicnt d'Agathc de diverfes couleurs, ou de Sardoiue confident de baudes rates, ou lits 
de blanc-de hit d'Onyx, ou de Calcedoinc, d'Amethyfto faturec de pourprc, de rouge vif ot des diverfes 
nuances qui en refultoient; s'ils etoicnt tallies dans les dimenfions & la mince cpaifTeur que Flint leur 
afKgtie ; il feiit convenir qu'ils etoicnt des mciveilles de la nature & de Fart propres a piquer la 
fantaifie d'Epicuriens extravagants. De nos jours meme ils feroient rcgardes comme de trcs grandes 
curiofites car, quelle que foit Fetendue de nos connoiffanccs dans les productions &; les prodiges du 
rcgnc mineral, oil la nature produit-elle des Agathes & des Sardoines faines & fans defaut dans leur 
maffe, & alKs grandes pour cn faire des jattes de la dimension decrite par Plinc\t Je prens pour juges 
ks Naturalises, les Mineraiogiftes & les Graven rs, 

Mais s'il etoit goffible que Ton trouvat de fi precieufes maffes, qui ofcroit les creufer ec les reduire au peu 
d'epaifleur mentionee par Plhw%? De telles Agathe, ou Sardoines, felon la nature dc leur ft ratification 
ou la diipofition de leurs lits divers, & la maniere dont on les taillcroit ou prefenteroient leurs lits ou 
couclies en raies droites, paralellcs, ondulantes ou angulaires tournant autour 6c traverfant le corps de

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fpotSj with conccntrical or parallel Gratification which modern eonnohTeurs would call eyes, and which 
Pliny, or rather the Roman fanciers-, fcera to have called Verrucas^ and to have looked upon as art 
imperfection*. Such Vafcs would naturally be opaque, as they always appear to have beent; they would 
even now and then fhew in their rims and extremities thofe refracted rainbow colours which the Virtuoji 
fo highly fancied and valued J; for milky Chalcedon very often degenerates into a kind of baftard Opal, 
which fhews the juft-mentioned phenomenon, when, under a certain angle, expofed to day or candle- 
light. The Parthian kilns (Parthici foci) of Propertius^ and Pliny s Humor fub terra calorc denfatus, are not 
fo inimical to this hypothecs as might be imagined at firft fight, nor at any rate more inimical to this 
than to any other hypothecs. Propcrtius fpeaks as a poet, and, for aught we know, a pretended feafon- 
ing and improvement of Agate or Sardonyx by the fire of Parthian kilns, as erroneoufly to all appearance 
as many even good foreign chemifts and naturaiifls have lately afferted in Mr, CrclFs Chemical Annals, 
that the beautiful colours of the Derby (hire Fluor Spar Ornaments are produced by fire ][ ; and PUnfs 
Humor fuh terra eakre dsnfatus is evidently more applicable to, and truer of the external appearance of 
flratified Agate and Sardonyx, which look like fucccffive fediments or precipitations of diffblved earths 
and metals, than to the hypothefis according to which the Murrh'mc Vafcs, were China. Their com- 
mendation by their fincll and fragrancy mu ft have been accidental §, and may be accounted for by the 
fragrancy or fmell of mufk, fo often inherent to Indian or Chincfe commodities, and produced either 
from intentional perfuming, or their carejefs packing up with mulls, in one and the fame parcel of 

goods So much for the original Murrhine Vafes by way of digrefliort. As to their imitations in glafs, 

of which we were properly fpeaking here, there can he no doubt but that from a glafs lump fpun or laid 
over with purple, white 7 and red paile* they might be blown and drawn into any form and thinnefs, and 
brought to a wonderful firnilarity with the ilratified Agate and Sardonyx. I have fecn Cups, Goblets, and 
Wine Glafles of that kind made in the glafshoufes near Leepa and Leutmerg in Bohemia, which are full 
proofs of my affertion \ Sardonyx or Onyx for Vafes with relievo-work have alfo been imitated by dip- 
ping a blacky brown* blue, or Amethyft-coloured lump in a mafs of milk-white enamel glafs, and blowing 
It into Its proper form, and by cutting away the white outfide. Of that kind of work man /hip is the 
juftly famous Bar bar tm Yafe, which Sir William Hamilton brought to this kingdom, and which is now in 
the pofTeflion of his Grace the Duke of Portland. It is one of the nobleft in fiances of the great powers of 
ancient art and ingenuity in the improvement of cheap materials ; and, to come nearer to our point, 
thousands of ancient impreffions of Gems of coloured Glafs or Partes, (as they are called by the Virtuoji) 
have been found amongft the ruins of Alexandria, Rome, Naples, Puzzuolo, and other feats of ancient 
fplendour and magnificence, and are fome times found in their ancient fettings in Roman fepulchrai

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monuments*. Many of the greater! matter -pieces of ancient art are only preferred on thefe antique Paile 
impreffions, and being of the fame ufe as the loft originals, they then juftly become of the fame value, 
Inftances of this are found in the Florentine Mufeum, in Stofc&s work on ancient Gems with Inscrip- 
tions, in Iflnckdmanz Description of Stofctfs Cabinet, and, more than any where elfe, in Mr. Tawttley\ 
noble Colle£tion of Antiquities* 



Nor feems the art of making coloured Pafte to have been loft in that long period of Gothic, or rather 
Monkifti dullnefs, which darkened Europe after the fall of the Roman Empire. Marbodeu$ y de Lapid, 
(p. ii. Da&yl. Gorl.) fpcaks of it, faying, 

" Scd fram imaftum quia nil humana relinqtut : 
** Invida naturam ditm fctllcet ars Imitatur. 
u Ftras a faljis labor ejl dlfiermre gemmas" 

But he fpeaks of it as fimply an art of counterfeiting fine flones, and without giving proper information 
of its methods, afraid as it were of faying too much> and true to the narrow principles of fee ret -mongers, 
faying, in another place : 

** Alajcjiatem ml nut qui myjllca vulgat 

*' Nic Jeer eta mane tit, quorum fit conjcla turba?* 

Heradlus, an obfeure author of the ninth century, fpeaks plainer of it in his Book De Jrtlbus R^manerum^ 
which fome time ago I published from an old manufcript of Trinity College at Cambridgef. In his 
uncouth Latin verfes he teaches how to make Pafle and imitations of Gems and fine Stones, the goodnefs 
and authenticity of which, the good people of tbofc barbarous and ignorant ages knew lb little of, that 
good and bad Gems and Stones are often found promifcuoufly fet in the ornaments of old Imperial* 
Royal, or Ducal Crowns ; Altars, Relic Boxes, and other State and Church Furniture. 



Coloured Glafs was then often foM for fine Emerald, Ruby, and Sapphire. The famous Emerald of 
the Abbey of Reicbenavv near Conftance, though a prefent of Charlemagne > has of late proved to be but 
a large piece of fine green glafsj. The equally celebrated Emerald Vafe in the Cathedral at Genoa, came 
into the pofTeffion of the Genovefe as an equivalent for a great fm a of money in the year iioi, at the 
taking of Cefarea in the Holy Land^ nor was any impofition lufpeitcd; for in the year 1319 they

II y en a des exemples dans le Mufee de Florence, dans Pouvrage 
de Stofchy fur les anciennes pierres avec infcriptions, dans la defcription qu'a donnee fflinckelman du 
Cabinet de Stofcb, & plus que nulle part ailleurs dans la noble Collection d'antiquites de M. TownUy.

On a recernmeut decouvert que la fameufe Emeraudc de PAbbaye de Reichenaw pres de Conftance, 
quoique donnee en preTent par Charlemagne, n'eft qu'un grand morceau de verre iin colore en vcrdf. Le 
Vafe d'Emeraude egalement celebre de la Cathcdrale de Gene, paiTa a la pofleffion des Genois comme 
equivalent d'une fomme confidcrablc d'argent en uoi, lors de la prife de Cefaree dans le Terre Saintc,

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pawned and afterwards redeemed it for 1200 marcs of gold, which is nearly 30,000 pounds fterling; and 
yet it is but a lump of glafs*. 



In thefe times, the art of making coloured Parte furniflied but cl unify and taftelefs ornaments, till at 
the reiteration of the learning, fenfe, and tarte of the ancients, and chiefly in the times of Lawrence de 
Medici and Pope Leo X, it began to become again an object of fpeculation for Artifts and Men of Letters ; 
and to this period we may refer the various mechanical and chemical, true and falfc directions, for 
making coloured Glafifes and Enamels, which arc collected in Ecetius de Bootf f and in i\ Kircher*$ Xilth 
Book of his Mundus Snbtcrraneus \ and if but very few artifts or men of tafte of the XVL or XVII. 
Century have diftingulfhed themfclves by making Partes from ancient Gems, as however Francifco Vifcomhc 
did J, it proves no more than that the art of making was carried on fecretly, or had not fufficient 
encouragement, till the late Duke Regent of Or/eam's cxquifite tafte for the Polite Arts, gave it, in 
the earlier part of this Century, a kind of well-defer ved fafliionabie fanction, by amufmg himfelf, and 
employing that celebrated Chemifl, Mr, Homberg, in making Partes from the King of France's, his own, 
and other Collections* 



The elder Clachant, a French Engraver of fome note, who died at Paris in 1781, learnt this ait from 
his Royal Highnefs, to whofe houfehold his father, or he himfelf, feem to have belonged. 

Madamoifelle Fekix 9 at Pans, has pradtifed it for years, and rtill carries it on, by the fale of her Cot- 
lection, which amounts to about 1800 impreffions. She had her knowledge of the art from her father, 
who, in his quality of Gannon de Chambre to the Regent had often amftcd in the laboratory of his 
mafter i fo that the Duke of Orleans, though not the inventor, is juftly looked upon as the great 
reftorer &; encouragcr of the art. 

Baron Philip Slofch y a PruiTian nobleman, travelled all over Europe about that time in que ft of originals 
and imprefltotis of antique Gems. The Duke's and Hombergs fuccefsful attempts, which were fo favour- 
able to the Baron's purfuits, could not pombly foil to raife his attention and admiration, if they did 
not even inftruct him in their practice, with which he certainly was acquainted ; for his fervant, 
Cbrijlian Dehn^ fettled at Rome, where, till lately that he died, he carried on the bufmefs of making and 
felling his well-known Sulphur Impreffions and Partes. Of thefe he had, upon the whole, collected 
about 2500, which, arranged into a kind of fcientific order, became more ufeful by an Italian defcription, 
which was publirtied at Rome by Abbe Dolce. Being taken from the moft acceffible French and Italian 
Cabinets, and fpreading from Rome, as the Center and Metropolis of the Arts of Antiquity, they have 
unquestionably extended the tafte and knowledge of the Art of Engraving, and laid the foundation of 
all the rtmilar Collections.

& du Papc Leon X. le fens Sc le gout des anciens rendirent Tart un objet de fpec illation pour les Artiftes 
& les Gens de Lettrcs, C'eft a cette periode qu'il faut rapporter les indications vraies ou faulTes des 
divers procedes mechaniques ou cbymiques pour faire du Verre colore h des Emaux, qui font recueillis 
dans Beetlus de Boot\ y & dans P. Ktrchcr, Liv. XII. de fon Mundiu Subierraneus : de forte que ft pen 
d'artiftes ou hommes de gout des XVL & XVII. Siecles fc font diftingues a prendre les empreintes

La Demoifellc Feloix* a Paris, a pratique cet art pendant nombre d'annees, fic en coutinue le 
commerce en vendant fa Collection montant a environ 1800 empreintes ; die Pavoit appris de fon pere 
qui, en fa qualite de Ganjon-de Chambre du Regent, avoit frequemment amfle au Laboratoire de fon 
rnaitre \ de fort que fi le Due &* Or leans n'eft pas l'inventeur, on le confidere avec juftice comme ay ant 
rcvivifie & encourage Part. 

Dans ce tems-la le Baron Philip Siofch^ feigneur Pruffien voyagcoit dans toutes les parties de PEurope, 
dans la vue de recueillir des Pierres antiques originales ou leurs empreintes : il n'etoit pas pomble que 
les eiTais du Due-Regent, fecondes par Homber^ & couronnes de fucces fi favorables aux recherches 
du Baron cchapafTent a fon attention h a fon admiration, fi meme il ne fut pas initie a leur pratique, 
dont il eft certain qu'il cut con noi fiance, par la raifon que fon domeftique, nomme Chrijtlan Detm 
s'etablit a Rome ou, jufqu'a Pepoque tres recente de fa mort, il fit metier de jetter au moule he de vendre 
fes empreintes tres connues de Souffre & de Pates ; il en avoit reflernble en totalite environ 2500 qui, 
arrangees dans une forte d'ordrc fcientifique, PAbbc Dolce publia a Rome cn Italien* Comme ces empreintes 
etoient tirees des Cabinets les plus acceflibles de la France & de PItalie, & qu'elles fe repandoient de 
Rome, regardee comme le Centre & la Metropole des Arts de PAntiqmte, il eft certain qu'elles ont 
etendu le gout & la connoiflance de PArt dc Graver, & jette les fondements de toutes Collections du 
meme genre,

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When the elegant tafte of Count Caylus*> and the learned cnthufiafm of Abbe IVmchhnan\y 
gave a new turn to the ftudy of antiquity, and thus maintained the pre-eminence, and difplayed 
the wifdom of the Ancients in all the arts of defign— illuftrated by the writings of thofe great men — 
the monuments of antiquity began to be more generally underftocd, and more rationally admired. Their 
excellence was found to penetrate beyond the furface ; and the external beauty which pleafed the eye, 
was enhanced by that profound fenfe which delighted the understanding. From that time, the fcience 
of antiquity, which had been buried in the rubbifh of taftelefs compilations, became a fafhionable ftudy ; 
artifts, and lovers of art, became defirous of more accurate and complete knowledge than prints and 
drawings can convey ; armies of ancient ftatues were tranfported to Ruflia, Prufiia, Saxony, France, 
and England ; and as many firft-rate ftatues and bufts are not to be bought for money, and the expence 
of original marbles is beyond the reach of private fortunes, Pla'ffter-cqfts of them were procured and fet 
up in almoft every academy and country of Europe ; even fomething like a general collection ot ancient 
and modern fculpture was attempted in plaifter at Manheim, and the fame was nearly accompliflied by 
the late Abbe Farfetti, in his beautiful villa at Scala, near Venice. From a fimilar principle, ample 
encouragement was given to the art of taking impreflions of engraved hard ftones ; and, accordingly, 
both the art of engraving and of taking impreflions were, lince that time, greatly improved. 

Mr. Reiffenjlein, at Rome, made very fuccefsful experiments for taking off exact impreflions, and for 
accurately imitating various coloured Cameos, which for feveral rcafons can never fhew well when 
taken in Wax, Sulphur, Plaifter, or Glafs, of only one colour: the difficulties arifing from their fizc 
and form, the various nature of the different forts of glafs, which are often inimical to each other, and 
do not well unite into different ftrata, were truly numerous ; nor could the completeft fuccefs in this 
chemical and mechanical branch of the art produce a tolerable Cameo. Impreflions or imitations, if 
unafliftcd by the tool of the engraver, do not fuccced, becaufe the undercutting and deep- work of 
moft of the originals require to be filled up with clay or wax, that the moulds may come off fate 
without injuring them ; and accordingly the impreflions from thefe moulds come off* hard, and deftitutc 
of delicacy, (harpnefa, and prccifion of outline, till the underworking of the moulder is cut away ; but 
pcrfeverance, and the afliftancc of able artifts at Rome, carried Mr. RciffenJIcbi through all thefe diffi- 
culties ; and he had the fatisfa&ion of fucceeding in the arduous attempt, and producing impreflions of 
variegated Camoes, which can hardly be diftinguiflied from the originals.

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The demand for Dehtis Sulphur and Pafte-impreffions became fo great at that time, and their utility 
for the fcholar, artift, and jeweller, fo evident, that the art of making them rofe into high eftimation ; 
and even eminent ar tills, fuch as Mr. Pichler, and others of Rome, thought it no difgrace, but rather an 
advantage to their art, to afllft the connoiffeur with Sulphur and Paiie-impreflions of the ancient Gems, 
as well as of their own works. 



Mr. Vippcrt of Drcfden, by profefiion a glazier, but born with a genius, taftc> and 7,ea! for the fine 
arts, which his acquaintance with PVtnckelman^ Baron Hagtdom^ and the moft refpectablc members of 
the Academy of Painting, had blown into a flame, praftifed this art fuccefs fully ; but not finding 
fufficient encourgement for his Partes of coloured Glafs, or rather experiencing local difficulties in 
making them well and cheap, and, moreover, being fenlible that red or black Sulphur imp reflions have, 
behde many other imperfections, a falfe luftre on the furfacc, began to fubfritute in their place 
impremons, not of Talc or Clay, as we are told in the Edinburgh Encyclopedia, but of fine white 
Aiabafter or felinite Plaifter, which when carefully foaked in a folution of white Caftile foap, then 
dried and rubbed over with a foft brufli, take a very agreeable fmooth polifh, and fhew the work to 
better advantage than red or black Sulphurs : but they are more eafily defaced- 



He publifhed three different collections of thefc imprcflions, each of them containing one thoufand 
numbers, and arranged in neat cabinets of various forms ; and to the merit of having much increafed 
the number of Chrijlian Debris and Madcmoifelle Frfoix's Collections, which were all inferted in his* 
he added that of employing fome of the moft learned men in Germany in the arrangement and 
defcription ; the firft thoufand being arranged and defcribed by the late Profeffor Cbnft at Leipnc*, 
and the fecond and third by Profeflbr Heyne at Gottingenf. Nor did he flop here — but, to make 
the ftudy of antiquity and the- art more eafy and acceptable to artifts, he felected out of the whole 
collection of three thoufand, a fmaller one of two thoufand, of the beft and molt inftrucYive fubjecls, 
of which he drew up and publifhed a defcription^ in German, that does credit both to his intention 
and confummate knowledge of the arts- 



All thefe fpirited exertions were received with a generous and liberal attention on the part of the 
public ; for there is hardly a good fchool, univernty, or public library, m Germany, in which thefc 
collections of Mr. Lipperi have not been adopted, in their plans of public education, or fet up for 
ornament and amufement. 



Among the many ingenious perfons, who have cultivated the Art of making Paftes, we cannot omit 
mentioning Dr. £)uin of Dublin, a gentleman juftly efteemed for his extenhve learning, and tafie in the 
fine arts. He has made many improvements in this art, and given fuch exacl imitations of Cameos and

M. TJppert, de Drefde, vitricr par profcflion, mais ne avec un genie, im gout, in zele pour les beaux 
arts, exhalle en pailion par fes liaifons avcc JVmchchnan^ le Baron Hagcdom^ & les pins refpe stable s 
mcmbres de P Academic de Peinture, pratique cet art avec fucces ; mais ne fe trouvant par fuffi- 
fam merit encourage pour fes Pates de Verre colore, ou cprouvant quclqucs dlfficultes locales a 
les faire a bon compte & telles qu'il les defiroit ; fen tant d'ailleurs que les cmpreintes en SouflVc 
rouge on noir, independammcnt de quantite d* autres imperfections, donnent fur leur furface an 
lull re faux ; il commenca d'y fubflitucr nou du Talc ou de PArgille, com me le dit PEncydopedie 
d'Edinbourg, mais de P Alba t re blanc tres fin ou du Platre felenite qui, foigncufement imbibe 
dans une folution de favon blanc de Cailille, lorfqu'il eft fee 5c frotte avec unc brofle douce, 
prend un poli tres agreable & fait beaucoup mieux reflbrtir Pouvrage que les Souffles rouges 
ou nolrs ; mais lis font plus fujet d'etre gate. 

Ilpublia trois collections differcntcs dc ces empreintes, chacune contenant milie numeros arranges dans 
des cabinets bien entendus 5c de diverfes formes: au merite d'avoir augmente en nombre les 
collections de Chrijiian Dchn 5c de Mademoifclle F$foix> qu'il avoit entierement inferees dans la 
ftenne, il ajouta celui d'employer quelques tins des plus favants hommes de PAllemagne a leur 
arrangement & a leur defcription; Us premiers mille furent arranges cc decrits par feu le ProfefTcnr 
Chr\fl de Leipzig*; les deux autres par ProfefTeur Hcyne de Goettingenf mais il ne s'en tint pas la; 
aiin de faciliter 5c de rendre plus agreable aux artiftes Petudc de Pantiquite, de fa collection entiere il 
fit un choix reduit a deux mtlle des meilleurs fujets, parti culierement des plus inftructlfs, dont il fit 
h publia en Allemand une defcription X qui fait honneur a fes intentions 5c a fa connoiiTancc con- 
fomme des arts. 

Le public accueillit avec de genereux egards de ft utiles travaux, aufli a peine fe trouve-t-il dans toute 
PAllemagne une bonne ecole, unc univerfite ou une bibliothcque publique, ou Pon n'ait pas adopte dans 
le plan d'education publique ces collections de M. Lippert? ou dumoins on ne les ait placces ou comrac 
ornements ou comme fujets d'amufement, 

Parmi le nombre des perfonnes ingenieufes qui ont cultive Part de faire des Pates, nous ne ponvons 
nous difpenfer de nommer le Docteur Shun de Dublin, hommc juftement eiVimc pour Petendue de fes 
connoiiTances 5c fon gout pour les beaux arts; il a beaucoup perfectionne celui-ci, & prod u it des 
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Intaglios, as even to deceive the proprietor of a fine original, who miftook the Do£Ws copy for his 
own original. 

But of all the 3rtifls who have taken impreffions, in Parte, of engraved Gems, no one feems to have 
improved that art more than Mr, James Tajpe^ a native of Glafgow in Scotland. In the year 1763, he 
went to Dublin, where he refided three years, as a Sculptor and Modeller. Here he was introduced to 
Ete $jhm) and he gratefully acknowledges the valuable in fi ructions he then received from this gentle- 
man, as well as the generous encouragement he has iince given him. 

From Dublin Mr. Tajpeczmt to London, where he has refided fincc the year 1766. His knowledge 
ill various branches of the fine arts, particularly that of drawing and modelling Portraits, naturally led 
him to pracYtfe this art of making Partes. The elegant Portraits which* he models in Wax, and after- 
wards moulds and calls in Pafte, and which entirely refemble Cameos, arc well known to the public. 



On his arrival at London, he pre fen ted fpecimens of his work to the liberal and patriotic Society for 
Lncouragemcnt of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce, who were pleafed to bellow on him a handfome 
bounty as a reward of his ingenuity. 

Mr. Ta]fu\ profiting of all the former publications of this fort, and by ex pence, induftry, and accefs 
to many Cabinets in England and other kingdoms, to which artifts had not obtained admiflion, has now 
increafed his collection of impreflions of ancient and modern Gems, to above 15,000 articles. It is the 
greateft collection of this kind that ever exilted, and ferves for all the purpofes of artifts, antiquaries, 
fcholars, men of tafte, and even philofophers. The great demand for his Partes was, perhaps, owing, 
in the beginning, to the London jewellers, who introduced them into fafhion, by fctting them in rings, 
fcals, bracelets, necklaces, and other trinkets. 




The reputation of this collection having reached the Emprefs of Rufiia, who is ever anxious to intro- 
duce and promote, in her cxtenfivc dominions, every branch of ufeful and ornamental knowledge, her 
Imperial Majefty was pleafed to order Mr. Tajfie to execute for her the complete fet in the beft and moil 
durable manner. He obeyed her Majefty's commands entirely to her fatisfaction ; and the elegant 
cabinets, in which they were arranged, are now placed in the noble apartments of her Imperial 
Majeily's fuperb Palace of Czarfko Zelo. 



Mr. Tajjie^ in executing this commifTion, availed himfelf of all the advantages which the improved 
Rate of chymiftry, the various ornamental arts, and the learning of the age afforded. 

The irnpreflfions were taken in a beautiful hard w^hite enamel compofition, which emits fire when 
ftruck With iteel, takes a fine polifh, and Ihews every ftroke and touch of the artift in higher perfection 
than any other fubftance. They are fac-Jim'tlts? and do not contract or Ihrink in baking like clay, nor

En 1763 il avoit ete a Dublin, ou il refida trois ans comme Sculpteur & Modelleur. 11 y fut prefente au 
Dofleur^w, & il reconnoit avec gratitude les inftru£Uons prccieufes qu'il rc^ut de ce favant, ainft que 
la generoftte avec laquelle 11 en a ete encourage depuis. 

De Dublin, M. Tajjie vint a Londres ou il relidc depuis Pannee 1766, Ses connoifTances acquifes dans 
diverfes branches des beaux arts, particulierement le deifm & Tart de modeller qu'il profefTe, le conduirent 
naturellement a pratiquer eclui de fairc des Pates. Les Portraits elegants qu'il modele en Cire, dont 
enfuite. il forme des monies pour tirer des empreintes en P;!te> St qui refTemblent li parfaitement a des 
CameeSy font connus du public. 

En arrivant a Londres il prefenta des echantillons de fon ouvrage a la ilbcrale & patriotique Societe 
mftitutec pour l'Encouragement des Arts, des Manufactures & du Commerce dont il recut une gratifi- 
cation honorable en recompenfe de fon inuuftrie. 

M. Taffic profitant de tout cequi avoit ete public dans ce genre \ ne menageant iij clepetifes ni affiduitc 
de recherches, & s'ouvrant ainfi un acce$ dans plufteurs Cabinets tant d'Angleterre que d'autres royaumes 
ou les artiftes n'avoient pu penetrer avant lui, eft parvenu a porter fa collection d'empreintes de Pierres 
prccieufes tant antiques que modernes au nombre dc plus de 15,000 articles ! C'eft la collection la plus 
confide rable de ce genre qui ait jamais exifte ; ellc fccomle egalement les vucs de Partifte, dc Pan tiqu aire, 
de Pitudiant, de Phomrne de gout & du philofophe. II eft poftlble, qu'au commencement, le grand 
debit qu'il trouva de fes Pates fut du aux joualliers de Londres qui les mirent a la mode 1 cn les montant 
en bagues> en cachets, bracelets, colliers .& autres bijoux d'ornemcnt. 

La reputation de cctte collection etant parvenue a la connoifTance de lTmperatricc de Ruftie, ft 
celebre par la follicimde de fes foins pour introduire & encourager dans la vaftc ete n due de fes etats 
toutes les branches des connoiffances utiles. &; d!ornement : II plut a S. M. I. d'ordonner a jVL Tajjit 
d'executer pour elle vine fuite complette, de la maniere qu'il jngeroit ia mcillcure & la phis durable; 
il objsit a Pentiere fatisfacYion de S.'M. & les cabinets elegants dans lefquels Ia collection eft arranges" 
iont actucllement places dans les nobles appartements dc Sa Majcfte Imperiale au fuperbe Palais de 
Czariko Zelo. * 

En executant cette commiffion, M. Tajfie tira parti 7 de tous les avantages que lui offroient Pctat 
perlcdtionne de la chymic, les divers arts d'ornemcnt, & les profondes connouTances du ftccle. 

Les empreintes furent tirees avec une. belle compofition d'email blanc, ft dure qu'en y frappant avec 
]*acier, on tirent des etincellcs ; elle prend le plus beau poli, & fait reflbrtir chaque trait, chaque touche 
de Partifte dans un plus haAJt degre de perfection qu'on ne Pobtient d'aucune autre fubftance; elles 
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do they form air bubbles. Hence they have a decided fuperiority over clay or any other material hitherto 
yfed in taking impreflions, 



When the colours ? mixed colours, and nature of the refpcclive originals could be ascertained, they 
were imitated as completely as art can imitate them ; infomuch that many of the Parte Intaglios in this 
Collection are fo faithful imitations, that artiffcs themfelvcs have owned that they can hardly be diftin- 
guifhed fj^om the originals. And when the colour and nature of the Gems could not be authenticated, 
the Palles were executed in agreeable, and chiefly tranfparcnt colours. Conftant attention was beftowed 
to prcferve the outlines, extremities, attributes, and micriptlons. 



The laborious and difficult tafk to arrange and defcrihe this great Collection fell to my ihare. Stimu- 
lated by my affection for the fine arts, and by a jurt ambition to promote them, as far as my limited 
knowledge and fituation would permit, I did it cm amore, 

t was indeed left at liberty to chufe what method I flhould think fit for the arrangement. I did it in 
the manner I thought would heft anfwer the views of the learned as well as artilrs, for whofc ftudy, 
ufe, and amufement it was particularly intended; and, at the fame time, for the conveniency and 
advantage of my worthy friend Mr. Taffh\ who had formed this collection with indefatigable perfe- 
verance and great expence, without any other profpeft of indemnification, than that arifmg to him 
from the fale and circulation of his Partes and Sulphurs. 



In the arrangement, I have therefore nearly followed the plan of the late learned Abbe Wtnckelmn 9 
in his defcription of the Gems of Baron Philip Stofch : not that his arrangement is unexceptionable, 
but becaufe it is as good as any hitherto imagined; and, perhaps, as well connected as our imperfect, 
and not fufficiently digcftetl ideas of ancient Mythology, Iconology, Fable, and Hiftory feem to 
admit of 

But this collection being very wifely and prudently formed, upon the moft general and comprehenfive 
plan, — the firft indeed in which every kind and flylc of engraving, of different ages and countries, 
appears in its proper and true light— a few alterations have been made, and fome clafTes have been 
added. What thefe are will appear from the Confpeclus, which, with a proper recourfe to the various 
Indexes, at the end of the work, will, I hope, be found an eafy and fufficicnt direction towards clafling, 
finding* of ordering any particular fubjedt, ftyle, artift, or cabinet that may be wanted, either for 
infpe£tion 5 fludy, or ornament. 



Eefides this, and the fatisfacYion of feeing, by a glance of the eye, how differently the fame fubjecT: 
has been treated in different ages by different artifts, two other important advantages arife from their 
arrangement in one feries. Firft, to gentlemen and antiquaries, juftly defirous of becoming familiar

on apportoit la plus grande attention a conferver les traits, les extremites, les attributs & les 
infer ipt ions. 

La. tache aufli difficile que pemble d'arranger, Sc de decrire cette vafte collection m'a ete confiee : 
& m'y etant porte par ma paffion pour les beaux, arts, jointc au defir dc contribucr a leur a van cement, 
autant que mes foibles talens me le permettoient, je Pentrcpris, cm amove. 

On m'a laiffe a la veritc la liberte d'adopter !c plan, & la mcthode que je jugerols a propos dans la 
diftribution de cct ouvrage. Je Pexecutai done de la maniere que je crus la plus propre & la plus 
eonvenable aux vues des fcavans & des artiftes pour l! etude & Pamufement des queb il etoit princi- 
palement deftine ; aufli bicn que pour la commodity H Payantage de mon digne ami M, ^taJBk^ qui 
avoit raflemble cette collection avec une perfeverance & un travail infatigable, joint a une depenfe 
enorme, & cela fans autre efpoir de fe voir indammife que par le cours & le debit de fes Pates & de 
fes Souffres. 

Quant a Parrangernent, j'ai adopte a peu pres le plan que feu le favant Abbe Wlnckelman a fuivi, dans 
fa defcription dcs Pierres gravees du Baron Philip Staph: ce n'eft pas pourtant que je trouve fa methods 
li parfaite que Pon n'y puiffc trouver a redirc; mais e'eft qu'on n'en a point trouve de meilleur jufqu'i 
prefent ; peut-etre eft-elle aufli bien combinee que nos idees imparfaites_& mal digerees fur la.Mytho- 
logic, PIconoIogie, la, Fable h PHiftoire parohTent lc comporter. 

Or cette collection, etant formee fur un plan aufli general qu'il eft etendu, — car e'eft la premiere, qui 
reunifle & prefente fous un meme point dc veue, toutes les diffcrentes famous & methodes dc graver, 
de tous les pays & de tous les fieclcs, & qui mette ce fujet dans fon vrai jour— on y a fait quelques 
alterations, &c a ajouti quelques elaffes de plus ; comme Pon verra par le Pro/pettus, & par les divers 
Index qui fe trouvent joints a la fin de cet ouvrage: &: qui ferviront j'efpere de guide pour conduirc, 
comme par Ja main, quand il s'agira de claflbr, de trouver, ou dc dinger par ordre un fujet particulier, 
ou enfm de deterrer quclque artifte, ou cabinet dont on peut avoir befoin, foit pour Pmfpection* foit 
pour Petude, foit pour Pornement. 

Outre cet avantage & Pagremcnt dc voir d'un fcul coup-d'ceil comment le meme fujet a etc 
difFcrement traite, en difterens fiecles, & par divers artiftes j il refulte de notre plan deux autres 

avantagesj non moins reels que folides; 1°. pour les -individus, & les antiquaires, qui defirent avee 
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with the chnraeteriicic marks of ancient and modern workman fhip, and con fequently of guarding th:rvi 
againft the too frequent impofitions of dealers in engraved Gems, — And, the next, to the ingenious 
artift, ambitious to excel in his profeffioru 

Thus exhibiting, at one view, original?, copies and imitations, ancient and modern, good and 
badj it fliews their characterise difference in an intuitive manner* Thefe impreflions, by frequent 
iualy, habituate the eye, better than books or prints, to this fcience, and fertfe as a touchilone by 
which every Gem fhould be tried, which is offered to fale as an antique of great value, with pompous 
; , i tincates of its excellence and originality. Few impofitions will fend this kind of toft. 



To the ftudious artift, on the other hand, this collection is an incxhauftible fupply of ideas, and 
w'Jl fcrve to all as a meafure of t a lie ; — even in fettling the invidious queftion, about the pretended 
unatr.iin.Jjie perfection of the ancients. For the works of modern artifts have not been prepofteroufly 
neglected in this, as in all fimilar former collections. On the contrary, they were collected by 
Mr, Tajjie^. and examined and ascertained by me* with the greateft care and attention, that their 
refpeetive real merit and value may henceforth become conspicuous. 

In thefe points of view Mr, Taffie s collection, thus arranged, anfwers, in its objects of art anel 
vcrtuy nearly all the ends of properly arranged general libraries, which are ufefui only in proportion 
as they arc public and acceflible to every one. This evidently implies, that complete lets of his 
coloured Palle, white Enamel, or Sulphur-impreffions, fhould be let up in every great city, or 
feminary of arts and fciences, forj>ubU<£ inlpcction and inftruction. 

In the defcription of the numerous articles of this collection, I have been as accurate, concife, arul 
explicit as its vaftnefs, confequence, tendency, and publicity commanded ; and as books, manufcripts, 
and other information, to which I had accefs, could make it. 

The nature, name, and colour of the original (JemSj and their pofleflbrs, have been afcertained 
to the belt of my information*, 

1 have carefully referred to their former defcriptions and prints, which have been too often 
cmbelliJhed, and hardly ever cxpreifive of their real character. However, I have arranged and 
defcribed the fubjects, either in conformity to them, or to generally received opinions of antiquaries,

Ccttc collection fournira a Partifte ftudieux mi fond inepuifable de nouvelles idees, Sc pourra fervir 
a chacun de regie pour le bon gout: — & meme pour determiner la queftion touchant la pre tend ue 
impolfibiiite de pouvoir atteindre au meme degre de perfection, a laquelle les anciens s'ont arrives. Car 
les ouvrages des artifles modernes n'ont pas ete abfurdement negliges dans cette collections, commc dans 
routes les autres femblables, qui Pont precedes: au contraire 1VL Tajjh les a raffemblcs & moi meme jc 
les ai examines & verifies avec la plus grande attention, & un foin tout particulier: afin que leur gfterite 
reel & refpectif puiffe etre dorenavant reconnu.

De la 
fuit la neceflite d'etablir des aflbrtimens complets des empreintcs des Pates colorces, ou d'Email blanc 5 
oii de Souffre, dans toutes les grandes villes, ou. feminaires des arts oc des fciences* pour Piufpectiou 
& Pinllruction du publiquc, 

Dans la defcription des nombreux articles, qui compofent cette collection, j'ai ete aufll exact, elair 
h concis, que Petendue, Pimportance, le but & la publicite du fujet exigeoient, & que les livres, les 
manufcrits, joints aux autres eclaircifTemens, que j'ai pu mc procurer, pouvoicnt le permettrc. 

La nature, le nom & la couleur des Pierres originates, de meme que leurs poflefTeurs, ont etc conflates 
d'apres la meillure information que j'ai pu me procurer*. 

J Ye foigneufement renvoye a leurs defcriptions £c a leurs eftampes deja publices, quoi que trop fouvent 
cmbellies, h qui rarement expriment leur veritable caractcrc. Cependant j*ai arrange &. decrit les 
fujets, ou conformement a ces defcriptions cc a ces eftampes, ou bien d'apres les opinions ordinairemenE

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unlefs when particular reafons made me deviate from them, and engaged me to have an opinion 
of my own. 

I could have wifhed indeed to remove a little the darknefs which hangs over the mythological and 
allegorical part of ancient Iconology, and which makes it not only puzzling, but almoft ufelefs to 
moft of the modern artifts. But this would have obliged me to make particular introductions to every 
article or feries, and confequently it would have fwelled this work much beyond its prefent fize. 
Satisfied j however, with having given a few fuch introductory hints, and now and then fome ocean ona! 
warning on the fubject, I muft leave this defirabie tafk to abler pens ; and from the philofophical turn 
of the prefent age, and refpectable and learned academies which adorn it, we may, I think, flatter 
ourfelves, that we fhall at laft be favoured with fomething more rational on this head, than what 
taftelefs compilers, or illiterate writers have hitherto obtruded on the unfufpefiting artift. 

Many fubjecTrs muft, from their nature, he left fimply to conjecture: a great many appear to me 
perfectly unknown, and as fuch I have thrown them together: perhaps they may be called feries of 
my particular ignorance. 

As to the very numerous portraits of Kings, Philofophers, and illuftrious pcrfons, much rectifi- 
cation is to be expected. Indeed from the minutenefs of their features, and the incorrectnefs of molt 
of their prints, error and miftake is hardly to be avoided. Had there been at the Royal Academy, 
or any other public repofttory of learning, fets of cafts of well-afcertained portraits or bufts, taken 
from the Capitol at Rome, and other great Italian collections ; — or had time and fortune allowed 
me to confult, or to mould the heads of illuftrious perfonages, which we find on authentic and 
well-prcfervcd Greek and Roman medals, much uncertainty might have been removed. 



Ort the equivocal authenticity and antiquity of fome highly-celebrated engraved Gems, I thought 
it my duty to give my opinion freely and without refer ve ; for I have never courteoufly bowed to the 
dealers in thefe articles, 

Defirous, as far as in me lies, to promote the celebrity and merit of modern artifts, I have felt 
nryfelf happy, on every opportunity which offered* to do them juftice. If in a few inftances I have 
hinted or touched upon fome of their inaccuracies, it was not from a cenforious but friendly difpofition, 
nay even from a real efteem for fome, with whom I have the honour to be perfonalfy acquainted ; 
that their talents, and degree of eminence to which they have arrrived in their very ingenious art, may 
not henceforth be mifapplied, in confequence of taftelefs or capricious orders, or mi fled by erroneous 
Tconological compilations, They can never be too cautious and correct in choice or execution. 
They have the great models of perfe£Hon> in the immortal works of antiquity, for their directory, to 
lead on their genius in the difficult path they have chofen ; and the feme and glory which impartial 
pofterity may beftow on them, ought to be before their eyes more than other artifts. For* of all the

Voulant avancer la celebrite, de meme que le merite des artiftes modernes, autant qu'il depend de 
jnoi* je me fuis tou jours efcime trop beureux de pouvoir leur rend re juftice dans les occafions qui s'en 
prefentoicnL Si pour tant il y a eu des rencontres, ou il me foit eebape quelques petits traits fur leur 
manque de precision, ce n*a pas etc par efprit de cenfure, mais plutot de prevention en leur faveur, Sc. 
meme d'une veritable eftime pour quelques uns d'entre ceux que j 3 ai Phonneur de connoltre perfonnelle- 
ment ; e'etoit pour que leurs talens, ainfi que le degre d'emlnence, qu'ils ont atteints dans leur art tres 
ingenicux, ne fuffent pas dans le cos d'etre deform ais mal appliques, ou en confequence des ordres 
caprkieux & fans gout, ou egares par do faufles compilations Iconologiques. lis ne peuvent etre jamais 
ne trop circonfpeffis, ni trop corrects, tant dans leur eboix que dans rexecutiom lis ont des grands 
jnodelleSj dans les chefs-d'eeuvre imniorteh de l'antiqujte^ qui peuvent leur fervir de guide ; & dinger leur 
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arts of genius and refined intellectual luxury, theirs exprefles their own merlt 3 and the taftc of their 
^2 e > upon imperifhable materials, which accidental violence indeed may, but time and barbarous hands 
have neither power nor inducement to deftroy ; and which, by their very form, as rings, feals, or bracelets, 
are fure to be the property, ornament, and delight of the mo ft exalted and amiable part of mankind in 
all ages. 



I cannot conclude this Introduction without obferving, that I was obliged to draw up this work in 
French, which is not my native language, and it was tranflated into Englifh by another hand, I 
apprehend a little too literally. This Introduction only I drew up in Englifh, and, in my abfencc 
from London, it was tranflated into French by another perfon. I muft therefore beg for fome 
indulgence for the inaccuracies in both idioms, and which may have efcaped the notice of fome 
gentlemen, who have taken the trouble of rcvifing the manufcript. 

The fame indulgence I claim with regard to the very numerous Errata, which have been added, and 
which I recommend to he corrected accordingly. 1 corrected the prefs from page I to 280. My 
abfencc permitted me to do no more. 

As to my own faults, in point of opinion, ftyle, and correctnefs of the prefs, I am juftly appre- 
henfive that they are many, I claim no infallibility : hurry and want of leifure muft of courfe have 
left on this work thofe omiflions and characters inherent on all the works of men. With great 
fubmifTion, therefore, I humbly deprecate the wrath of critics, and antiquaries by profeffiom I fet 
little value on my {kill either in language or antiquity, far lefs on my little knowledge in vertu y 
which this performance demanded. I qucftion not but any of them would have executed this work 
better than I have done. Befides, I have hardly courage, I am fure I have not leifure, to defend 
myfelf. Thus they fee, as the learned Dr. Arbuthnot faid, in his preface to his excellent publication 
on the Ancient Coins, Weights, and Meafures, what they generally aim to prove, is no more than 
what I freely own before-hand. It is a work rather of labour and good eyes, than of genius. I 
propofe no reputation by itj and I hope I fhall lofe none.

The 
allegorical genius of the moft remote antiquity, 
efpecialiy of Egypt, was pleafed, and prompted 
equally by prudence and neceffity, to reprefent 
that kind of knowledge which would be of the 
greateft ufe to fociety, then formed of hufband- 
men, fifhermen, hunters, or priefts. But what 
are the objects of that knowledge ? The regular 
return of the feafons, the inundations, feed-time, 
and harveft ; the aftoniming revolutions of the 
fun, moon, and ftars, and the wonders of Nature, 
ever friendly and beneficent to thofe who know 
and follow her laws. Hence, the extraordinary 
correfpondencc between the facred numbers of the 
ancients, and thofe of the planets, the ftars, fea- 
fons, lunar months, days of the week, and folar 
year; as likewife thofe of the Divinities and Ge- 
nii ; alfo the feftivals and facred days which cor- 
respond with, and are ad jutted by the regular re- 
turn of the feafons : in fliort, from thence came 
the too much abufed influence of the priefts and 
primitive fages in forming the almanacs, point- 
ing out the duties, and guiding the opinions of the 
people of Egypt, and of all the world. I mall not 
lofe myfelf here in giving a detail of the facred 
numbers ; I will only fay, that as often as there 
are the facred numbers, I, 3, fingle or double, 
or 7, if it is in a fable, allegory, or hieroglyphic, 
it is proper to feek the fenfe and meaning in the 
ftudy of nature, aiironomy, or the almanac of 
the ancients, rather than in their vague and ob- 
fcure hittoricai or poetical traditions . Plate II.

The name Aftthras f or Mchhras f in whatever 
manner it is written in Greek letters, expreffcs the

According to 
Suidas, in v. MtS(VV, the Perfians believed Mi- 
thras to be the fun ; and according to Macrobtus, 
Sat, L the zodiacal fign of the Hon {in which the 
fun is ftrongeft), is thehoufe of the fun, of which, 
according to HorapoIIo^ c. 17. the lion is the fym- 
hoi ; which proves unanfwerahly that the Bahli- 
dians (fanatics and heretics of the fecond century), 
giving the name Abraxas to God, the fun, and to 
the lion, his fymbol, had like many others, drawn 
from the fame fourcc in the Egyptian hieroglyphics 
and the myiteries of the Peril ans.

every figure and every attribute exprefTes a parti - 
cular idea. There arc four here j the hawk 
fitting, his mitre, the winged globe in the field 
behind, and the winged itar feen in front ; figures 
very common, and often repeated in hieroglyphic 
cal defcriptions, upon which we will endeavour to 
throw fome light. 

Horapollo tells us, " that the hawk fignifics 
** fupreme intelligence, the intelligent foul, and 
" God ; becaufe the hawk was called in Egyptian 
" Baieth) from Bat foul, and Eih heart, which 
<£ the Egyptians looked upon as the feat, the 
" refidence, or the covering of the foul, " 

But it is here modified by the mitre of Oiiris, 
and relates then to Of iris $ or to the kings or 
high-priefts of thofe cantons where Ofiris was 
particularly reprefented by the hawk. There 
were two towns, the one Hieracopolis and the 
other Phile in upper Egypt, where hawks of two 
different kinds were fed in the temples confecrated 
to Ofiris. 

As to the winged ftar, reprefented here doubly, or 
under two different afpects, we own that we have 
only probabilities to offer, of which we fhall, 
perfiaps, fpeak more at length as we advance,

At the lour angles are four 
globes ; upon which, as upon the hieroglyph ical 
fymbols of numbers and quantities, I muit obferve 
in this place, tbat Horapollo throws a very in- 
ftruclive light. He tells us that a ft rait line, with 
another tranfverfe at the top, that is to lay, the 
figure of the Greek gamma, fignifies the tenth 
number or ten ; and that the fquare is the fymbol 
of the arum, or the Egyptian arpent oi 100 
perches ; which proves at the fame time, fo as o 
leave no doubt, that 10, or the gamma doubled or 
fquarcd, making a fquare, ought to be the hicro- 
glyphical fymbol of the centenary number ioo. 

I fay that this illuftration of Horapollo is very 
inftructive, and is truly fo, becaufe it proves ift, 
that the Egyptian hieroglyphics had figures ap- 
propriated to modifications and quantities ; 2nd, 
that probably they had them equally for the in- 
flexions ; and 3d, that thefe figures were only 
lines differently combined, confequently linear^ and 
having no refcmblance whatever to the other 
fymbols or fetiches taken from art or nature. So 
that the Egyptian hieroglyphics appear at once 
more refined and perfect, than the Quipos of the 
Mexicans, and more expreflive and determined 
than a number of learned moderns are willing to 
admit. 

Let ns obferve here, that the fimple Gamma is 
frequently found in the Egyptian hieroglyphical 
inferiptions ; that it is often found tripled TTI, 
and when fo tripled fignifies 30. It is very often 
repeated three times, which naturally makes 90 ; 
but it is never found, and by the nature of the 
thing cannot be found fo repeated oftner than 
three times, for by adding 10 to 90 you have 100, 
or a quantity to exprefs which the fquare was 
employed. 

Let us fay one word on the numeral figures 
tifed all over Europe, and which we are plcafcd to

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call Arabic. It is true that the Arabians make the 
fame ufe of them which we do. Probably it was 
from the Arabians we obtained them, but after all, 
it would he very difficult to prove the origin to he 
Arabian. They were ufed in Egypt in a very 
remote antiquity, not in h.ieroglyphical or fymbo- 
licnl writing, of which we are here fpeaking, but 
in alphabetical writing, as appears unanfwcrabiy, 
by the i n fori pt ions on the fillets of the mummies, 
in the cabinets of the library of St. Genevieve, at 
Paris and clfewherc, of which the Count de 
Caylus has publifhed drawings. VoL I. of his 
colleaion, PL XXI. Vol. V. PL XXVII. 
of which there are alfo drawings in the Memoirs 
de Trevoux, June 1704, and in Montfaucon's 
Antiquities ExpL Vol. IL PL CXL. and in the 
SuppL VoL II. PL LIV. Some of thefe fillets 
are un que ftion ably almanacs, representing at the 
head of each month the figure Qrfvmbol of God, 
or the ftar which gave it its name, and as we know 
the names of the Egyptian months*', they natu- 
rally throw fome light upon the obfeurity of the 
ancient fymbols of the Egyptian hieroglyphics. 
I mention them here becaufe of the connection 
with the numerical figures called Arabian, but in 
a very remote antiquity known in Egypt, and 
cmplovcd in alphabetical Wliting* 

As to the Egyptian alphabet, there is not one 
whom I know who has flu died and digefted it but 
Mr. Buttner, formerly Profcflbr of Gott in gen, at 
pre fen t living at Weymar, and Penfionarv of the 
Duke of Saxe Weymar, who renders himfelf 
eminent among modern Princes, and honoured by 
having a court compofed of men of letters.

engraving \ we might almoft fay that he had it 

before his eyes. He tells us that the ape thus 
organized, as in the a£t of worfhipping, is the 
fymbol of the new moon (rcA^c waSoXqq)* 

In his defcription of the ape, he fays, "Be&rtte&V 
iirl t)& Ki^hyg s%oyl&, which does not give any 
precife idea, and has not failed to embarrafs his 
bell commentators, who neverthelefs thought they 
inuft explain it as the ornament or fymbol of 
royal or facerdotal dignity. 

If, conformable to this engraving, we read 
Ba<n?\«rxov, there is no longer any thing difficult 
or embarramng, and the lefs fo, becaufe the name 
Bafilifk feems to imply the ufe the Egyptians made 
of it ; for Diodorus Siculus tells us, in book iv. 
" That the Ethiopian and Egyptian prieiis wore 
« oblong hats, pointed at the crown ^ and twiiled 
4t with afpics," which throws conn derable light 
upon a number of hieroglyphical figu res and Egyp- 
tian ftatues fo decorated. Diodorus, who feems to 
fpeak only of prieiis, certainly fpeaks at the fame 
time of Egyptian kings, for new families never at- 
tained to royalty but through the pricfthood. 

Do not let it be thought an inconfiftency, that 

we give more fignifications than one to the apes. 
A little ab^ve we made the ape pafs for the fymbol

Jcarn from Jpuleius, that they made ufe of dice in 
their ceremonies.

The winged globe will he always in its place 
where ver the ornaments of Ifis are to be found, 
with hawks, as in n°. and in the fronts 
of temples. 

On the reverfe is feen in relievo, the gate of a 
temple of Egyptian architecture, highly orna- 
mented. In the fronton is feen the winged 
globe abovementioncd. In the infide is the bufr. 
of Ifisfeen in front. 

Let us obfervc here that Count de Caylus, 
and a number of modern antiquaries feducedby his 
authority, have pretended to aiTert, notwithstand- 
ing the Egyptian fcarabees, " that tbe Egyptians 
** never engraved or executed any work in relief." 
This cameo and the two following numbers prove 
the contrary. If however they ftiould cavil 1 
about their authenticity, for antiquaries fome times 
have the rage of infallibility, they are intreated to 
go and learn at Saccara, in" Egypt, or in the Brit -/A 
Jlfufeum^ that the Egyptians could engrave and 
actually executed works in relief almoft as well as 
the Greek or Roman artifls. 

The Due de Chaulnes travelling fome years 
ago into Egypt, found that the interior revete- 
mcnt of the catacomb of birds, near the little 
pyramid at Saccara, is entirely covered with hier- 
oglyphics and figures in relief. See his Memoirc 
fur la veritable entree da Monument Egypticn aupres de 
Saccara, Paris, 1777, 4to. 

He mo ft judicioufly obferves, that being exe- 
cuted in relief with the accuracy of cameos , thefc 
figures and thefe hieroglyphics ferve better than 
any other means to determine the form and 
nature of the objects which have been employed 
as fymbols. They give every detail, while the 
hieroglyphical inscriptions in intaglio give only 
the outline, which too often leaves us in uncer- 
tainty as to the true form and nature of the 
fymbol 

1 have verified his obfervation upon a bas 
relief of near five feet long, by two feet broad, 
which the celebrated JVortley Montague had 
from the above mentioned grotto, and which 
is at prefeiu in the Britifh Mufcum.

Let us allow that the Antiquaries in general 
are bad botanifls ; that fometimes they make this 
ornament a lotus ^ at others the pcrfra ; that the 
hiftory of the facrcd plants of the Egyptians has 
always been extremely obfeure ; and that probably 
it will remain wrapped up in obfeuritv, fince the 
characters of thefe plants are generally imperfectly 
executed on the ancient monuments, or in their 
very incorrect drawings; but by means of better 
drawings, fome modern Haffclqiujl or Belhm> tra- 
velling into Egypt, may clear it up; which will 
not fail to throw a moft acceptable light not only 
on allegory and hieroglyphics, but likewife upon 
the dietetics, medicine, oeconomy, and commerce 
of the Egyptians.

Might we not be allowed to look upon this 
figure as the image of the Phtha^ the only God 
of the Egyptians, w r hofe wifdom and benevo- 
lence were rep re fen ted, in the earlieft clays, by 
the fphynx and the ferpent Cnuphis ; and which 
the Gnoflics afterwards reprefented by the fyrabol 
ot the Abraxas, or the figure of a bearded old man 
crowned, whom they called God the Father, 
Creator of the univerfc ? We know that they 
drew the moft part of their fymbols, fupeHlitions, 
and ideas from the Crypt a, and the opinions of 
the ancient Egyptians, — perhaps ill underftood. 
But let us obferve, that thefe bearded figures are 
frequently found upon the monuments of Perfc- 
polis, and upon the Perfcpolitan cylinders, with 
fymbols and hieroglyphics undoubtedly Egyptian ; 
fo that the monuments, reprefenting the cu Horns 
of Egypt and ancient Ptrfia, might probably 
belong to Egypt, while under the dominion of 
the Perfians, 'or even to the Perfians after the 
conqueft of Cambyfcs. Plate V.

Without entering here into any detail of the 
particular doctrines of the Gnoftics, or pretended 
Illuminates ofthe pagan world, we lhoukl at leaft 
obferve in this place, that there were many forts 
ot inch pretenders from the remoteft antiquity. By 
their initiation or reception in the various myfte- 
ries, the initiated were flattered with a certain 
light or knowledge ( Yvwrtq ) whatever it might 
be, and that w ? as cftaMifhcd in their minds, either 
by the authority of old traditions, or that of va- 
rious fyftems of fuperftition or philofophy, which 
but too often have been fyftems of fenfe and nonfenfe 

blended

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blended together. Again ft fuch Illuminates and 
Gnoitics of Egypt and Syria, long before the 
Bafilidian GnoUics, St. Paul directed the thunders 
of his eloquence, and the wifdom. of his advice, 
Rom. 1, and 1 Tim. in the beginning of that epiftle. 
We ihall not therefore explain thefe fymbolical 
engravings of the Gnoftics, merely From the 
particular doctrines of the Bafilidians and other 
fectaries of the fecond century after ChrifL 
They might, and certainly many of them do, 
belong to illuminates and Gnoitics of an earlier 
period. All, however, have evidently taken 
their fymbols, and probably alio their relpec- 
tivc explications, from the iconology and from 
the myfteries of the Egyptians and other na- 
tions in the cart. The very form and names of 
their fymbols, as like wife the great number of 
their good and evil Genii, prove it beyond a poili- 
bility of doubt. If, with regard to the meaning of 
old hieroglyphics and fymbols, they h=id no better 
information, the Gnofucs of Egypt and Syria had 
at leaft national tradition to depend upon, and 
that is certainly of fome weight ; becaufe the na- 
tural confequences of the fymbolical representa- 
tions of good and evil Genii, Aitrology, Sorcery, 
and Necromancy, have always been followed in 
Egypt, Syria, and the EaiL Their reign over the 
minds of mankind has never been interrupted. 
If, therefore, more modern Gnoitics, with this 
their fymbolical learning have fince abufed, and 
perverted the molt facred doctrines of the Jews 
and Chriftians, and eftahlifhed new opinions and 
modern modifications of fu peril it ion on the bafts 
of very old ones, are w T e thence entitled to con- 
clude, that they knew nothing cf, and wantonly 
gave a new meaning to the old fymbols which they 

mifapplied i 5 1 think not. We might with as 

much reafon affert, that modem authors, who 
write in Greek or Latin upon fuhjeets unknown 
at Athens or Rome, are abfoiutely ignorant of 

thefe ancient languages which would be the 

Acme of abfurdity. I wanted but to fix the only- 
rational point of view in which thefe GnofUc 
amulets and engravings- ought to be feen and 
ftudied. Being commonly of very coarfe and 
barbarous workman fhip, they have, indeed, been, 
too much neglected in an age where light and 
ufeful information are welcome from anyquarten

fNs^ created by Abraxas, the fupremc God. 
They ranked the God of the Jews, that is to fay, 
the God of the Law and the Prophets, among the 
angels and creators of this world, and denied his 
Divinity. According to Theodoretusthty called him 
SaboQib? of whom, according to their very pro- 
fane ideas, we fliall have occafion to fpeak below. 
Arnoblus L contra Gentes, fays, that Simon the Magi- 
clan and Bajitides ftole the names of the angels and 
powers from the Crypta and myfteries of the 
Egyptians. Theft angels were, according to their 
ideas, rebels againfh fupreme Virtue (Eplphan*) 
Seven of thefe rebel angels created the world, and 
each angel had the tutelage and protection of 
a part of the world. It was by their virtue 
and power, that magicians, necromancers, and 
aftrologifts pretended to fee into futurity, and

Sabaoth among the angels, the creators of this 
world, of whom they alledged there were feven. 
They were the great angels or Powers (Avv^jjjg}^ 
and Eplphaniiis ( Hacref 26.) gives us of them very 

curious details* JAO refides in the firft heaven; 

in the fecond dwells Sae lan , the prince of Impurity ; 

—Seth in the third \ in the fourth reigned Daden\ 

Elolm y who was likewife called Adoneus, in the 

fifth ; in the fixth was Sabaoth ; Jaldabaoth in 

the feventh ; and Bavbek in the eighth. Moft 

of thefe names are to be found on the Gnoftic 
amulets. 

As to Sabaoth, he was according to Eplphanius 
(of the Nicolites) the fon of Barbc!o 7 and in opposi- 
tion to his mother, he feized the government of 
the feventh heaven, faying to his inferiors ; I am 
the firjf) and there are no move after me, 

Theodoret (in Afcodryth) informs us of a An- 
gularity concerning thefe Gnoftic princes and 
powers, which ihould be mentioned j it is, that 
they feed upon fouls, without which they cannot 
live, which is abundantly applicable to modern 
princes, who fatten upon the blood of their 
fubje&s, and feems to prove, that in the 
horrors and abominations of conjurors, and in the 
myfteries of necromancers, they have fomctimes 
facrirlced to the fuperftition of the age, and to the 
extraordinary taftc of thefe Gnoftic princes, the 

lives of human victims. An abomination of 

which the Gnoftic and Jewifti necromancers 

have been accufed more than once and as we 

have been told, even repeated not long fince at Paris, 
in an age boafting of good fenfe and humanity, 

Theodoret adds, that according to the Gnoftics, 
the devil was the fon of Sabaoth, w r hom from ma- 
lice he never honours, and oppofes in every thing ; 
and that in their opinion Sabaoth is the God of the 
Jews, 

But it will be afked, what connection can all 
this have with a monftcr having the head of an 
afs ? Eplphanws {Hacrcji* 26* ) /hall reply for us* 
He fays, " that Sabaoth of the Gnoftics hath, ac- 
cording to fome, the form of an afs 9 and according 
to others, that of an bog ; in confequence of which 
the Jews are prohibited from eating pork.

We lhall not enter into t;he particulars of the 
merit or reproach of this invention, which may be 
traced to a- much more remote antiquity, nor of 
the fyftem of the double principle of the Peril ans, 
which has filled the world with angels, demons, 
and genii but it is proved by Epiphamus 7 {Haeref* 
24.} and other fathers of the church, that 
the difcjples of Simon^ Saturnilus, and Bafilidei^ 
adopted the opinion of a principle which is not 
created, and w r hich is the father of all things 
whom they called Abraxas ^ Creator of the Spirit, 
Father of the Word, Father of Prudence, Father 
of Virtue rind Wifdom, which produced the Powers 
and the Angels, Guardians and Mafters of the 
heavens and the world which they created. Upon 
thefe virtues, emanations, and influences is efta- 
bli {hed the abfurd fyftem of a urology, magic, and 
necromancy, of which the oldeft Gnoftics and 
Cabbalifts cannot juftiy be accufed, though their 
ignorant and degenerated difciples have but too 
eagerly adopted it and made a trade of it. 

This amulet proves among other things, that 
the Jews, always fuperftitlous, and frequently 
impoftors, given to aftrological fuperftition and 
magic from the rcmoteft antiquity, have not failed, 
even in modern times, to make dupes, and to be 
forcerers in the face of thofe that are not. 

At the taking of their Capital by the Greeks and 
the Vcfpafians, they retired in crouds to Alexandria 
in Egypt, and their Cabbala chimed in wonderfully 
with the fuperftitions that were very ancient in 
Egypt, and which had greatly degenerated among

emulate chriitianity in its infancy. Even at this 
moment there art: Jews who make profeflion of 
the cabbala and magic, but let it be faid to the ho- 
nour of the more rational Jews, and to the honour 
of this more enlightened country, the grand ne- 
cromancer and magician Smuhl Fakk (upon whole 
pretended conjurations and miracles I beg the 
reader to confult the Memoirs of the Count de 
Ranzow)i has done with his farces. If he mould 
11 ill play his former pranks, it muft he at the 
expence of the loweft and mo ft ftupid fanatics. It 
is faid, that he is ftill living in London, but in the 
obfeu rity it may be fuppofed, into which an impoftor 
detected oftener than once, could not fail to fink. 

( take the pre fen t opportunity to do him this 
juftice, from the moil accurate information I have 
been able to obtain among the Portuguefe jews, 
that a certain kind of degenerated Frecmafons and 
dupes, may no longer found his praifes in Ger- 
man y^ and maintain the reality of magic and ne- 
cromancy, which they wifh to bring again into 
vogue, by the influence of hidden trea lures, which 
that Jew has never been able to find, but in the 
credulity of dupes, and by the terrors of fpirits, 
whom he never conjured. 

He terminated his career as tbe unmafked 
Caglwjh'Q finiftied his in this place not long fince, 
and as it is to be wifhed all the aftrologers, 
alchymifis, forcercrs, fanatics, and modern pro- 
phets may do, who in future fhall attempt to 
difgrace this enlightened age.

tricks of" jugglers to catch fools.

It is a charm, or a kind of Abracadabra, myfte- 
rioufty written in form of a cone, according to 
the recipe of Serenus Samonicus, a phyfician, and 
follower of Bafilidian and Gnoftic fuperltitions, 
who prefumed to fay to his contemporaries of the 
third century, c* L it. de Medklna*

There are like- 
wife two fmall figures in tunics, turned towards 
the foldier, occupying the interval which feparates 
them. The fame actions and the fame attitudes 
are feen in a number of hieroglyphical infcrip- 
tions. Next follow four heads, feen in front, 
and two lines of infcriptions from top to bottom, 
in characters, on the form of which I muft refer 
to the plate which we have given, Piate IX. 

Thefe characters are generally known by the 
appellation of Perfepolitan characters, for they are 
found in numerous long infcriptions on the very 
remarkable ruins of Chelminar in Perfia, which the 
antiquaries have thought fit to look upon as the 
ruins of Pcrfepolis, or Sufa, the ancient refidence 
of the Perfian kings, before the tranfitory con- 
queft by Alexander the Great* 

Cbardin (Voyag. & Defcrip. de la Perfe), Corn, 
de Bruyn (Voyages de Levant), and laftly Niebuhr, 
(vol. ii. of his Travels in Arabia), have given 
drawings, it is true, but lefs accurate and deter- 
mined than we fee upon this cylinder, upon the 
following number, and upon fevcral of the fame 
kind, which Count de Caylus has publifhed 
Rec. vol. i. pi. xviii. vol. hi. pi. x. n°. 4. pi. xii.

pi. xvii. n°. 6. pi. xxx. n°. 1, Btanchinl has like- 
wife publirtied one in his Storla Univerfak^ p. 537. 

Thefe characters, which fome French antiqua- 
ries have called Characters de Cloux y have been 
confidered hitherto as belonging to an unknown 
alphabet ; and fuppofing that it con hits of only 
five different figures, an analogy has been ima- 
gined, rather than proved, to fubfift between 
them and certain Irifh characters, called Ogham, 
which only confift in unity repeated to the fifth 
time, and whofe value changes according to the 
manner in which it is placed relatively to an 
imaginary line. As to thefe Irifh characters, 
whether true or falfe, I refer to the Irifh grammar, 
publifhed by Col. Vallancey^ at Dublin 1773, 4 t0 * 
But it is unneceffary to lofe time in conjecture 
about thefe Perfepolitan characters, as pertaining 
to an alphabet or fyllabary, which exprefieth 
the articulate founds of the ancient Perfian, or 
any other idiom of remote antiquity, or as having 
fome affinity with the Phenician, Armenian, or 
other alphabets of Indoftan, or the Eafh

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It Is evident that they perfectly refemble the 
Chinefe character, which is not a character of 
articulate founds, but of ideas ; and that fome 
of thefe characters are to be found in the 
Chinefe dictionary, ranged by roots or elementary 
figures, called Pou. 1 have confulted a very 
curious one* which is In the poffefhon of Dr. 
Afcrton, librarian of the Eritifh Mufeum, and I do 
not doubt that the fame refcmblance will be 
verified wherever the companion is made with 
attention. 

It is, undoubtedly, a phenomenon, equally new 
and extraordinary, which requires only to be per- 
ceived by the philofophical antiquaries to engage 
their attention. Mine has been much engaged by 
it ; for thefe cylinders or amulets, whether they 
were made in Perfia, or in Egypt for the Perfians, 
after they had made the conqueft, prove, ift, The 
very remote antiquity of the Chinefe character i 
fldl y, That it has been formerly known and cul- 
tivated on this fide of the Ganges : jdiy, That 
the Pcrfians, or their Magi, ufed it before 
they adopted the Phenictan, Chaldaic, Syrian, 
Armenian, or Arabian characters : and 4th! y, 
That even the Egyptians, conquered by the Per- 
fians (and feemingly engravers of thefe amulets), 
had fome idea of them* 

The partifans of that fmgular fyftem, which 
pretends to explain Egyptian hieroglyphics by the 
old Chinefe characters, will undoubtedly derive 
much fee ret fat is faction from this difcovery, of 
which I wiih them joy. They will no longer be 
under the necefiity of fending Egyptian colonies 
to Perfepolis, to the Indies, or to China ; nor 
will they require in future a chimerical maritime 
commerce between thefe diftant nations, who 
never dlftiuguiftied themfelves by fea, and who, 
according to all appearance, have never had any 
connexion together- Let them do what feems 
to them the beft. 

Having fald fo much, may I be permitted to 
add, that the idea of explaining the Egyptian 
hieroglyphics by Chinefe characters, is, upon the 
whole, nothing lefs than chimerical ; and that it 
truly throws, and has thrown, fome light on the 
obfeurity of the Egyptian character ; but it mult 
be taken in a very different manner from what 
has heen done hitherto ; the connexion of thefe 
two characters not being, as is fuppofed without 
proof, a relation of form or tradition, but of the 
thing itfelf, Plate IX,

To determine the characters of the inferip- 
tlons of the two preceding numbers, they 
muft not only be compared with the ancient alpha- 
bets of the Eaft, but particularly with the 
alphabetical writings of the Egyptians, which 
Count Cay/us (Rec. L 21. 26. v. 26,) and Mr. 
Butt tier have copied from the fillets of the mum- 
mummies, as we mentioned above. Plate XI.

They have not yet been fufficlently fludied, 
but there is a means of obtaining an alphabet by 
the ancient medals of thclc kings, with legends, 
which are prefer ved in fumcient quantity, 
(See Recueil de Medailles ^ par Atonf Pcllcrin* SuppL 
III. p. 39.) But it is by the aili fiance of thefe 
engraved ftones that the form of the letters are 
bell determined. 

Whether thefe medals or engravings did belong- 
to the Parthian Arfacidas, whole fuccemon is well 
known , or to the Peril an Sallunides, who fubdued 
the Parthians that were fo formidable to the Ro- 
mans in the 225th year of the Chriitian sera, and 
who, to the number of twenty-eight, reigned 
over Perfiatill65T, when they were deftroyedby 
Ofman, caKph of the Saracens ; it appears that their 
authors had prelerved a part of the cuftoms and 
religious practices of the ancient Perfians, an- 
cestors of the Parthians and Saflanides* About 
them and their alphabet may be confulted (be- 
fides the Recueil de Mr. Pelerin), Hyde de Religi- 
me P erf arum ; and above all, Bayer i Diffl de Nam is 
Regum Jtrfacidarum, Baclria*, et Qfdroena? ; and 
like wife feveral of his memoirs, winch are to be 
found in the commentaries of the Imperial aca- 
demy of St. Peterfburgh- Thefe ftones and thefe 
medals come generally from Baffora. Plate XIL

THOUGH the grcatcft part of the monuments 
of the Mithriacs, Eiiacs, Leon tics, and Hierocora- 
cicks, are Greek or Roman work, we arrange 
them in this place that they may follow the 
Parthian and Perfepolitan monuments, becaufe 
they have an affinity to the ancient ideas, cuftoms 
and fuperftitions of the ancient Perfians J or ra- 
ther to the fymbols of the moft remote antiquity* 
Herodotus (Clio L 31.) tells us, st that they had 
** neither itatues, temples, nor altars ; that they 
** did not believe like the Greeks, that the gods 
■* had a human origin ; that they faerinced to 
* ( Jupiter upon the higheft mountains ; calling by 
* ( that name all the roundnefs of the firmament ; that 
** they facrificed like wife to the fun and the 
<( moon, to the earth, the fire, the water, and 
• f to the winds, and anciently knew no other 
•* gods," In another pnfTage which follows after, 
he adds, " that at the facrifices, one of the Magi 
* ( fung the Theogony, a kind of religious fong ; 
** and that the object of their prayers was for the 
** good of all the nation-' 1 Thefe teflimonies of 
the moft ancient Greek hiftorian are confirmed 
by Strafoj who tells us nearly the fame thing 
-about the beginning of the Cbriftian sera- To 
underftand them rightly, and to reduce them to 
their true value, it will be undoubtedly right to 
correct them by what the facred writings of the 
Old Teftament tell us of the errors, fuperfiitions, 
and abominations of the Perfians, Chaldeans, and 
Babylonians, but more efpecially by the valuable 
Theogony and Liturgy of the ancient Perfians, 
which the Parfees and tiuebres, their defcendants* 
after the conqueft of their country eftabhihed at 
Sural in India, have facredly prefer ved, and of 
■which we have a tranflation in French by Mr. 
Perron d*Jnquefd y publifhed in his travels, under 
the title of ZendaueJIa* 

Here then is a very numerous, powerful, and 
learned nation, of very remote antiquity, and in 
the vicinity of India, worfhipping the deity under 
the fymbols of fire and the fun, free from the 
reproach of grofs idolatry, and as all the world 
knows, well acquainted with aftronomy, but, by 
a very pardonable error in metaphyfics, upon the 
good and bad principle, and by the abufe of fym- 
bols, of which antiquity always made and un- 
avoidably made ufe from the earlieft ages, infected 
withabfurdities and fuperfiitions, which ever have 
teen and necefiarily rnuft have been the refult.

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I fpeak of the plurality of the principles which go- 
vern the phyfical and moral world ; of the plurality 
of genii, angels, and demons, and more efpecially of 
judicial aftrology and magic, of which all anti- 
quity, Mofes, the prophets, and the hiftorians of 
every age have conftantly and mod juftly accufed 
the Periians, the Chaldeans, and the Mithriacs, 
who in their origin were only Pcrfians, or wor- 
fliippers of natural and celeftial fire, of which 
there are fo many uniform and correfpondent 
proofs, that we ftiall difpeufe with giving them a 
place here. 

They had the name of Mithras, Mithres, or 
Meithras, a Perfian word, which, according to 
Suidas v. Mithras, was the Sun, the reafon for the 
Greeks calling them Eliacs, or Hcliacs, from the 
Greek word Irlkioc, which fignifies the fame thing. 
In Syriac, Mithri fignifies Mailer, Lord* Let us 
like wile obfervc, what is not unfeafonable to know, 
\\\ZtMeetia in the Shanfcrit, or ancient facred idiom 
of the Brarnins, is the name and fymbol of one of 
the ttveht months or funs of the year*. Likewife that 
Mihr, in the modern Perfian, is that of the jlventb 
month, which in the ancient Perfian year, anfwers 
to jfanuary. That month began the day after 
the winter equinox, that is to fay, the 2 2d of 
December, when they had and ftill have the 
feaft of Ghan Mhir, the feaft of the Lord or Prince ^ 
which hy what we have faid, feems to be only a 
feaft for the renewal of the year and of the fun. 
This Lord and invifible fun, which we find fre- 
quently reprefented with that title on the Roman 
Imperial medals, and on a number of marbles, dies 
and is born again. His life is but of 365 days du- 
ration ; the number which is cxpreffed even by the 
name of Mithras, or rather the numeral value of 
the Greek letters of which it is eompofed* With- 
out examining if the ancient or modern Perfian 
letters make the fame number, we ftiall here jfhew 
after Chifiet (in Comment* ad Mac aril Abraxas J, the 
detail of the numeral value of the Greek letters:

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After this* can the Perfian Mithras be miftaken ? 
or can it be fuppofed to be any thing but the name 
and fymbolical reprcfentation of the fun, who 
fitflflies his annual career in the courfe of 365 days ? 
But it will be afked, what connection has all this 
with the fimple religion of the ancient Periians 
and Magi, as Herodotus and the Zcndevefta have 
reprefented it to us, or with the myfteries, cere- 
monies and fuperftitious rites of which the Mi- 
thriacs ftand accufed and convicted? We allow 
that all this fpeaks the language of almanacs and 
of aftronorny, rather than of a moral, practical, 
and metaphyseal fyftem of religion ; but we like- 
wife conceive, that the fun, his regular and won- 
derful movements and effects, being the moft 
natural fymbol of the grandeur, fplendour, and 
goodnefs of the fupreme Being, this fymbol, natu- 
rally muft, and actually became his image, and of 
courfe furni fhed ample matter for fpeculations and 
fuperftitious myfteries to the different nations 
and fedts of antiquity, who made ufe of fymbols, 
either naturally, or by the juggling tricks of 
priefts. 

It was to guard his favourite people from this 
too natural effefit of fymbols, that God com- 
manded them by Mofes : "Thou flialt not make to 
iC thyfelf any graven image, nor the likeneis of 
4i any thing that is in heaven above, or in the 
'* earth beneath, or in the waters under the earth ; 
* £ Thou flialt not bow down to them nor wor- 
*' ftiip them," Exodus xx. 3* 

The Sabifme, or adoration of the fun, however 
rational or reafonable it may have appeared at the 
beginning, has degenerated every where into 
idolatry, or fuperftitions no lefs abfurd* It is 
the bafts of almoft all the ancient religions; and 
as to that of the ancient Perfians, it has 
certainly greatly degenerated from its purity and 
primitive innocence. This appears clearly by 
the Angularity of the Ritual and myfteries or the 
Mi thriacs, of which the Fathers of the Church 
have left us fome very extraordinary pictures, 
According to Jujlin the martyr* (ApoU IL pro 
Chnjiiamus)^ and Tirtullian (de Prafcript. Haeretl- 
corum), they had a baptifm which promifed them 
falvation ; an Eucharift, or facrcd offering of 
bread and water ; an image of a refurre£tion and 

redemption by a fymbolical crown linking re- 

femMances of the facraments and opinions of 
Chriftiamty, which, according to the authority 
of the faid Fathers, the evil fpirit taught them 
by antiapathiu S* Jvft'm* indeed fays, that he did 
did it by imitation ; but this n a flip of his pen or 
judgment, which we have corrected. He deceiv- 
ed himfeSf, or his copyifta would deceive us \ for 
it 1$ proved, that the Mithriac myfteries were 
known and followed in Alia, before the Chriftian 

sera.

We have nothing to add to the very learned 
explanation which Leonardo Agojthii has given us 
of Mithras and his attributes on the firft part, 
except that the engravers of the oldeft Perfcpolitan 
cylinders offer the fame fymbols differently 
treated. 

As to the lion on the reverfe, which has a 
bee in his mouth, it is likewife a fymbol of the 
fun or of divinity, of which the feven ftars leave 
no doubt. We wifh that the inferiptions that 
are added were more clear and diftinct; we ihould 
then probably fee the names of the ftars or great 
powers fubordinate to the Divinity or to Mithras. 
They differ from thofe which we have hitherto 
decyphered upon the Abraxas of the Gnoftics. 

In the fign of the lion, the fun was, accord- 
ing to Macrobius, in the opinion of the Egyptians, 
mod powerful ; and they, who after undergo- 
ing a number of trials, ceremonies, and torments, 
were at laft initiated in the myfteries of Mithras, 
and admitted to their mo ft concealed fecrets, 
were called Lions, as we are informed by Tertullian 
contra Marcioncm, and by Porphyrins de Abjlhmitia. 
Thefe arc the reafons of thefe myfteries being 
often called Leon tics*

THE nations trading to India having hither- 
to been more felicitous about the riches and 
merchandife of the Indians than their antiquities* 
thefe engravings are exceeding fcarce. It is only 
within thefe thirty years, or fince the commence- 
ment of the Britifh government in Bengal, that 
they have been regarded with the attention they 
deferve, and that thofe people who wtfhed to fludy 
the fubje<St, have met with protection, Mr. du 
Perron d*Anquetil m &.x\n\\g his researches, found that 
protection among the Englim which his country- 
men could not give him ; and the Republic of 
Letters will never forget the gracious reception 
the Learned and the European artifts were certain 
of meeting from Mr. Haftings during his govern- 
ment in Bengal, fince by his means and his gene- 
rohty, the learning, laws, arts, and antiquities of 
India have begun to be better known in Europe,

As to the bas-reliefs of Salfette and Elephanta, 
we muft obferve in this place, that Mr, Niebubr has 
given fome drawings of them in VoL IIL of his 
Travels, Since that time, fome others, with a 
more minute detail, have appeared in VoL VII. 
and VI IL of the Archaohgia of the Antiquarian 
Society in London. Some fragments, and fpeci- 
mens of heads and mafks, have been brought to 
Europe, which are to be fee 11 in the Sritijh A fit* 
fcum^ and in the collection of Sir AJbton Lever* 

They feem to be cut in a foft ftone of no great 
folidity, and of the nature of fome volcanic 
Tufo, which may render their pretended remote 
antiquity rather questionable, if a fimilar head, 
brought lately from Bengal by Mr. C harks }Vilkim y 
did not feem to be cut from a very hard gritftone.

(See Haver* 
camp A fecial I !es tie la Seine Chrijline 9 Valliant^ and 
Spanheim*) It is a figure which has no more re- 
femblance of the Greek ftatues and images of 
Jupiter, than molt of the fymbols by which the 
Egyptians, Perfians, and more elpecially the 
Gnoftics, expreffed tlie fun or the Supreme Being. 

It is an old man, whole head is furrounded with 
rays, and fecn in front, drclfed in a long plaited 
robe reaching to his feet* He holds his arms 
down, or hanging parallel to his body as is com- 
mon in Egyptian figures. He is placed between 
two trees, fuppofed to be the famous oaks of 
Dodona, upon which two pigeons are fitting, 
who, according to the fable, flew from Thebes 
in Egypt, the one to Lybia, the other to Epi- 
rus, where fhe flopped in the foreft of Dodona, 
and info nned the inhabitants, that it was the will 
of Jupiter that there fhould be an Oracle in that 
place ; upon which fubje£l we muft refer our 
readers to the antiquarians, who are at liberty to be 
more voluminous.

Let us here make a remark upon Mr, Qgh* the 
EnglHh commentator and editor of the Pierres 
gravees de Mr. Gravetle. He dwells much on the 
hillory of the charming goddels, and tells us, 
among other things, that he does not know 
which of the gods held the office of grand cup- 
bearer at the court of Olympus before Hebe, He 
certainlv had forgot his Homer, who tells us that 
it was Mercury and Themis.

Cham fignifies in Hebrew lafchlous, immode/h 
Without the a fpi ration Amun in Egyptian, and 
Ammon in Greek, are fynonimous \ and Amttno 
was the Egyptian and Hebrew name of Thebes 
in Egypt, which the Septuagint, whenever it 
is mentioned in the Old Te ft anient (Jeremiah 
xlvh v. 25. Ezek* xxx* v* 15.) tranllate pot- 
ion of Ammcn and Dkjpolis, that is to lay, the 
the city of Jupiter, called by the Greeks Iou, 
Dis, or Zeus* The Greek name Zeus comes 
from Zfiv, which fignifies lam hot. Thus the 
Hebrew Cham, Hem, Amun, and the Greek 
Ammon and Zeus, are fynonimous ; fignilying 
Heat, the Animator i and 'Jupiter \ for nobody 
would or can call in qucftion the authority of 
the Septuagint. We are indebted for this rine 
observation to the Pantheon JEgyptiacum oijab- 
hnjki. We may add that this principle of Heat 
and Animation, is the Sun, or the Divinity, 
which animates and produces every thing ; and 
that his lymbols and names are greatly varied- 
According to Herodotus, he was wor {hipped and 
repreiented at Thebes, in Egypt, with the head 
of a ram, (Euterpe c- 42.) which is the nrft fign 
of the zodiac* Alexander faw him with the 
fame attribute in a temple of Lybia, of which 
ghtintus Curtius has given us a fine defcription. 
OJiris and Or us are different forms and names in 
very remote Egyptian antiquity ; and Serapis, 
Priapus, Phaeton^ and w Pan, are preciicly the 
fame.

The Abees de la Chau and le Blond, editors and 
commentators of the gems of the Duke of Or- 
leans, find fault with what has been faid by 
Spartianus and other antiquarians upon his credit, 
who have admitted that there was at Carrhae, 
in Mefopotamia, a god Lunns, or rather the 
moon, worshipped under the form of a god of 
the mafculinc gender.

It is an in- 
con teftible fait, that the German and Teuto- 
nic nations^ who are very numerous in Europe, 
have always regarded the moon as being of the 
mafcuUne gender, and the fun as being of the 
feminine. Even at pre font they confider as

which has a ftriVmg refemblance to the Greek

greatly relifhed, that the fpirit of commerce has 
dared to fhew itfelf in all its deformity.

there was one found on the fea fhore, fuch as is 
repre fen ted by the Poets- The fables of the 
North likewife fpeak of them : See Kejficr Ant. 
SeptenU & Celtics. The Nercidology of Count 
Fran, Algarotti is written rather to laugh at the 
antiquaries than to inflru6t them. Their names 
have all of them fome reference to the fea, waves, 
billows, tempefts, calm, ports, &c. confequent- 
ly they me but fymbols and creatures of the 
allegorical genius of the ancients. Their gene- 
ric name, like that of Nereus their father, is 
derived, according to Le dirt in his notes on the 
Tfofigmy of Hefiod) from an Oriental word which 
Signifies runnings water , and found its way into the 
Greek language, in which Nijjas; signifies rttn- 
ning y liquid.

Befides 
that, thefe caftles muft have been very badly cal- 
culated for conveying horfes, as Abbe fVinck. a very 
bad judge in naval matters, imagined, (Cat, de 
Stofchy p. 530J ; they muft alfo have greatly retarded 
their failing, and embarraffed the failors in 
working them; a defeat evident to all who

PVinckelman (L c.) makes it a "Themis , who, 
according to Homer, fcrved the nectar and am-* 
brofia to Apollo* Agojlini and Maffei, with fome 
others, think it is one of the Pythia, or Pricftejps, 
of Apslh) who, according to the ancient fuper- 
ftition of Creta, were obliged to offer up human 
firft fruits annually to Apollo ; which does not 
appear to us to be very latisfa&ory. We fhall 
offer another conjecture. Pithon, SuaJa, or Sua- 
dela, the goddefs of Perfuafion, had, as was right, 
a number of temples and chapels in Greece. The 
city of Egialea being afflicted with the plague be- 
caufe of their having refufed to worfliip Apollo 
and Diana, the Oracle of Delphos declared, that 
to put a ftop to this dreadful fcourge, they mud 
confecrate to theie two divinities feven young 
boys and as many young girls. They did fo, and 
were immediately relieved from the icourge. In 
memorial of this event they dedicated a temple to 
the goddefs, who perfuaded them to obey the 
oracle ; and as thefe oracles were declared from 
the mouths of the priefleffes, it is probable that 
they gave them the form and drefs which we fee 
here, as the bearers of the cruel offering which 
preferved them. This goddefs of Perfuafion h 
naturally well with Apollo Mufician, whofe har- 
monious lyre commanded the heart and charmed 
the foul.

It 
cxpreffes very well the fadnefs and mild afniftion 
of that unfortunate lover of Apollo ; yet it fhews 
nothing but the head in profile. The beautiful 
bofom of the marble, which terminates below and 
all round with leaves of funflower, or the flower 
into which flie was changed, that is to fay, the 
character! ftic part, is not feen ; probably becaufe 
the very able engraver found difficulties that were 
infurmountahle, or at leaft embarrafling, in en- 
graving it on the flat furfacc of a fcal.

The two fir ft of thefe numbers are of great 
beauty* According to the fcandalous chronicle of 
Suetonius c. xxi. Nero made ufe of fuch a feal. 
Du Choul ( Religions de gli anticbi Romania Lion& 
1559, p, 164O has even publi filed that feal, ex- 
actly reprefenting the fubjeft of thefe fix engrav- 
ings, with an infeription containing the titles of 
Nero as they are to be found upon the medals, 
which renders the authenticity exceedingly doubt* 
ful. According to Leon. Agcftint I. c, Gorleus muft 
have publilhed another in Sardonyx, reprefenting 
cm the reverfe the heads of Nero and Agrippina. 
Would it be more authentic ? We freely de- 
clare our opinion of the antiquity of thefe fix 
engravings : Without excepting any of them, 
we take them to be of the time of Laurence de 
Medici. He is fuppofed by Gori {Muf* Flor. I.) 
to have ufed as his feal fuch a Marfyas. He 
<lcferved the furname Magnificent from his love 
of the arts, and ftill more for the encouragement 
and the employment he gave to the heft artifts of 
his time. His name is found upon the bell of 
the engravings abovementioncd, which, from 
their fize and manner, carry the marks of his 
time rather than that of Nero.

A moft beautiful and magnificent engravhigy upon 
which we obierve, that Phoebus is not in rays; 
winch feems to indicate that the author meant to 
rcprefent Phaeton.

Thy fun has four. It is a rule which cannot be 
deviated from— a rule eftabhlhed by antiquity for 
very good reafons. The four horfes are iymbols 
of the four different appearances of the fun, and 
fometiiucs of the four fcafons. Their names prove 
it.

We obferve that no work of this artiil was 
known before the year 1724, when Baron Stofch 
publiflied his book upon engraved Gems, with the 
names of the mailers j and being of very lingular 
merit, the antiquaries and connoifleurs would not 
have failed to have mentioned it if it had exiited 
before that time. The ancients do not fpeak of 
that matter : but fince Lor J Be (borough (at that 
time Lord Duncannon) purchafed the Gem, and 
Natter gave an account of it in 1754, its cele- 
brity has been fpread all over the world, and fomc 
copies have been feen executed by very excellent 
mailers. Natter (p. 27.) owns, that he has fuc- 
ceeded tolerably well in copying it ; and H r mckel- 
man [Cat. of Stofch. p. 207.) mentions a Rock Chry- 
flal, in the, Cabinet of the King oiPrttfiia, exceed- 
ingly well copied from the original in the poflef- 
fion of Lord Bef borough, by Laurent Mafi?ii, who 
put his name on it in the prefence of the late 
tfaron Stofch. Since then, even a head of Nemejis 
has appeared, with the name of Cains, which we 
have inferred in its proper place, and which is the 
work of a mafterly hand. People therefore will cavil 
about the cxiilence of this apocryphal engraver, 
unknown to antiquity, and equally unknown to 
the antiquaries of our days. We have not any 
impreflions or copies from the Syrius executed by 
Natter and Majini \ but we intreat the curious to 
examine the muzzle of the Lion in Lord Clan* 
bra/it's Collection, which is in the Scries of Ant* 
mats, and they will fee that it is of a relief, a mi- 
nutenefs, and high finifliing, equally admirable,

Which proves that he was not qmte confident 
in a falfc and indefenfible idea, Mcffrs. Abbes h 
Blond & de la Chau, authors of the Pienes gravtcs 
du Due d* Orleans, vol. L p. 127. with more pro- 
bability, have made fuch a head, the head of a 
river. Lippert (L 864.) would make it a Syrian 
Venus. IFinckclman in his Cat de Stofch, p. iu 
n^. 42. makes it an Ifis : but thefe gentlemen have 
not been attentive, or they rnuft have obferved 
that there is no character here of Jupiter, or of a 
river; and itill tefs of Goddcfles. The whole 
ferves to recall the idea of the Bacchus Chryfokeros 
of the Greeks, to whofc honour the women 
pf ELis fung hymns, calling him TCtvgov 
the venerable Bull (Flui. Sht*ft- Grace. 35.) 

This Bacchus Bull of the Greeks with golden horns is 
quite confonant with the primitive ideas and fym- 
bols of the moil remote Egyptian antiquity, where 
it is, well known they worshipped the Sun by 
the name of Ofiris and under the fymbol of the 
Bull, whom they fometimes called Apis and fo Life- 
times Mnevis. Orpheus introduced this worfhip 
m Greece, and to do honour to their country, the 
Greeks accommodated the fable and ceremonies of 
that ancient Divinity of Egypt and the Eaft, or of 
Bacchus King, and Indian Bacchus, to their The- 
ban Bacchus. This explains to us not only the 
abovernentioned fynonynies of Bacchus, but like- 
wife the great number of ancient Bulls, with the at- 
tributes of Bacchus, which are called Dionyjtac Bulls, 
and are to be found in our feries of Animals. It ex-

brated trifle. As Mr. Mariette in his Traite fur les 
Pier res graoees^ and Mr. De Murr in his Biblio- 
theque des beaux Arts, have given a fufficiently ac- 
curate account of them, we (hall not enter into 
any detail, unlefs to obferve, that Frofeflor 
RoJJman y of Erlang, and Mr, ^hierheim, in Saxony^ 
have, not long fince, augmented the number of 
learned commentators on this Seal of Michael 
Angela. The flrft of thefe Literati publifhed, in 
the Literary Intelligences of the Univerfity of 
Erlang for the year 1749, n°, 32. a memoir, to 
prove " that it reprefents the birth and education 
* of Alexander the Great, allegorifed as the 
u birth and education of Bacchus." Mr. Thier- 
heim? on the contrary, printed a German diflTerta- 
tion on the fnbje6t, at Goerliz and Leipzig, in 
which he pretends to prove, with a great profu- 
fion of wit, Greek, and Latin, that it reprefents 
** the grand Panathanean Feftivals of Athens ; 
€i and that the little fifherman in the exergue is 
** an allufion to the luxury of the Athenians ; 
f * who, on account of their enormous expence and

Moil commentators agree, without any proof 
whatever, that it is the work of Pyrgo- 
teles* a very celebrated engraver in the time 
of Alexander the Great.

The great number of figures, and the manner 
of eompoiition, might always have fuggefted very 
rational doubts of its antiquity. But fuch 
was the folly and blindnefs of the antiquaries, that 
no one hitherto has fufpefted it ; and Alariette 
in his Trait £ des Pier res gravees 1, p. 322. though 
juftly coniidering the little Fiflierman as a logo- 
giiph, pretends to find in it the name of Jiffidn 9 
a celebrated engraver in the fairell davs of anti- 
quity. It is true that AA/ru; iignifics a Fijher- 
man j but with a better knowledge of the Greek 
language, Mr. Mariette might and ought to have 
©bferyt'd, that there is a great difference between 
-AfaiV$ and AKhwy; and a little attention to the 
manner and eompoiition of the work in queftion 
would certainly have fhewn hirn, that it is as far 
from the ftyle of the ancients, as the age of Pietro 
Maria de Pefcia is from that of Allion. 

I fhall not in this place repeat what I have faid

We fhall not repeat what we have already faid un- 
der the articles oijfupiter Ammon, of Abraxas, He- 
Itus, or Priapus, and ot Mithras, to prove that thefe 
different fymhols all related to the Sun and to 
Sabifme, marc or lefs purified or corrupted.

v.'.% in his Hjjhhe de p Art de t ' AnUfjuhi, that all 
the allegory and mythology of the ancients is but 
a fymbolical veil ot that fok truth.

We obferve that thefe proceffions, not very- 
edifying for young ladies, reprefentations of ferti- 
lized and fertilizing nature, may be traced to the 
moft remote antiquity. In the Egyptian feftivals 
of Ofiris and Ifis, monftrous phalli were carried in 
proceffion ; and amongft the Greeks they paraded 
the ftreetswith great pomp, particularly at Athens 
in the Dionyfiac feftivals or myfteries of Bacchus, 
upon which Mr. Court de Gebelin has made fome 
very fatisfadtory refearches.

We ihall not enter into any detail on the bad 
tafte ot thefe fort of modern emblematical re* 
veries, which require a commentary to render 
them intelligible. 

Allegory, Mythology, and the Symbols of An- 
tiquity are a kind of writing to which we have 
a key left us by tradition, and which ihould either 
be ufed in the arts as it is t or not at all. 

Let the poet pleafe himfelf with his metaphors, 
companions, and other fports of fancy, as he 
thinks proper ; they will always be uiuler flood 
by the connection of his ideas and the written 
letter.

Mr. Lipfert thinks the young man is lame of a 
leg; he therefore makes him to be Vulcan, and 
is of opinion that the fubje£t is taken from the 
xviii. book of the Iliad, where Venus feeing "Thetis 
arrive, goes to meet her, and calls Vulcan her 
hufband : but this ftory does not conned! ; and 
neither correfponds with the poet or the engrav- 
ing, which perhaps is nothing more thanafcene 
of fome ancient comedy. 

As to the word XAPITOT, we cannot adopt 
the idea of .Mr, Lipfert, who fuppofes it to relate 
to Venus or the Graces, for it would be accuung 
the engraver of a very extraordinary ignorance of 
grammar. We are inclined to think it is the

The God of War and Valour, avss according to 
Homer, the fon of Jupiter and Juno, The 
poets, and particularly Homa\ have given a 
number of de Script ions of him, but the antiqua- 
rians are not much informed by them; for the 
ancient artifts, or rather the barbarous ages in 
which their works were deft roved, have not 
left arty flatues of him that were well executed, 
or Efficiently characterized. 

We are unacquainted with the air of his head, 
by which we fhouhl diftinguifti him, as we dif- 
tinguiihed Jupiter, Apollo, Hercules, and other 
Divinities. The beautiful ftatue in the Villa 
Ludovifi,at Rome,(i*/^i Raccolta d\ Statue* tav, 
Ixvl. Ptrkr^ pi. 38.) which is very properly 
taken for a figure of Mars ; reprefents him 
young, in the flower of his age, without a beard, 
and naked; which agrees perfectly with the 
idea given by Luc i an ; and which the ancients 
conceived was of a divine nature, and youthful ; 
and, according to the defer ipt ion of Homer's 
heroes, was the only age fit for wan 

Other monuments however, which are no lefs 
authentic and decifive, viz. the Roman Medals, 
reprefent him fomctimes in a more advanced 
age, compleatly armed with an helmet, cuirafs, 
lance, fword, and buckler j fometinies in a war 
chariot, as defcribed by Homer ; and fometimes 
on foot ; fo that following the example of other 
antiquarians, we fhall arrange under the article 
of Mars.

2. That he was a more able art! ft than the Ab- 
be Winchclman feems willing to admit ; for there is 
much force, aft ion, and jufinefs in what remains 
of his work, which, 

3, If accurately examined, ought to have given 
very different ideas to the reft ore r, to thofe of 
Mars and Achilles ; who were, and ought to be 
both remarkable for their beauty, and elegance of 
their forms, Befides, the figure which he has ad- 
ded, makes no effort proportioned to the a£Uon of 
the mufcles in the antique limbs. 

The reftoration, in the manner it is executed, 
is as ridiculous, as the reftoration or metamorpho- 
fts would be of the famous Torfo of Hercules in- 
to the Belvidere Apollo, or an Adonis. In ex- 
amining the antique ftatues, a number of modern 
reftorations are found that have not been executed 
with better judgment* Woe to thofe antiquari- 
ans who truft entirely to them ; and more fo ftill 
to thofe who ftudy the works of antiquity from 
plaifters and prints. It looks as if the editors and 
compilers of antiquities had combined to deceive 
the public. Not one of them has marked upon 
his prints, what parts are antique, and which are 
modern ; even Barthohmeo Cavaceppi, uriqueftion- 
ably the belt modern reftoretj in publishing a

The known fate of the French mufic, and the 
new order of architecture, will for ever he remem- 
bered, and expofe to well defer ved contempt, any 
pretender, or quack, who fhall pre fume to plume 
thcmfelvcs upon fuch fentiments as Mr. Afartctte 
has given to Louts Sirles. 

But let us examine a little what new path this 
:ihle art ill has opened to himfelf, according to the 
ideas of his panygeriff, to arrive at that glory 
which could not be fliared : Mr. Afariette tells us, 
that * fi perfuaded there is no merit but in propor- 
** tion as difficulties are oppofed and furmouuted, 
<( he not only leeks for them, but creates new 
*■< ones where he can, that he may have the plea- 
■* fure of triumphing over them, " 

This indeed is a very extraordinary principle in a 
man who, according to Mr* Afarieite 9 revolts again ft 
the flavcry and difficulties of Undying the works of 
the ancients. Panegy rifts ought at leaft to be con- 
fiftent, and particularly careful not to forget that, 
to equal the excellence of the ancient artius, much 
greater difficulties muft be furmounted than thofe 
which Louts Sirles feems to have attempted. His 
were only the difficulties of the materials on which 
he engraved, and the fmallnefs of his works. He 
fucccedcd very well on Lapis Lazuli ; and knew, 
]ikc many other artifts, how to temper and harden 
gold and Giver j^he made fciftars of gold a fifth of an 
inch long, which cut paper, and were fo final!* 
that one of the limbs of I nch a fciffar was once loft 
under the nail of the perfon who was finiihing it ; 
he executed a number of little knick-knacks ex- 
ceedingly fmall and fine ; he carved fome bas-re- 
liefs in coloured fteel, comparable, as Mr, Afariette 
lays, to the fineft miniatures ; and in fliort, en- 
graved very fmall figures on fine ftones, which 
could not be feen diftinclly without the help of a 
magnifier, and which neverthelefs, according to 
Mr. Mariette % c * are executed with fuch precifion, that 
f< if they were larger, they would appear equal to the 
works cf the heft jculptors* 

Natter, in the preface to his treat ife Sur la Gra- 
vurey p. 34. vexed at the infuflcrable partiality 
which Mr. Afar ie tie always difcovcrs for his coun- 
trymen, calls thefe little figures, fcratchings, and 
indeed they have that appearance at the firft glance. 
But let us be impartial ; examine them with a mag- 
nifier, and they will appear to be touched with 
Ipirit, and in fome degree comparable to the works 
of Pier* Maria Pefcia ; though in choice, tafte, 
and precifion, they are greatly inferior, and in- 
finitely beneath the exorbitant encomiums which 
Mr. J oamwn de St. Laurent, (author of an explana- 
tion of a Cameo executed ay Mr* Louis Sirles, at 

Florence^

GYMNASTIC GAMES, AND MILI- 
TARY EXERCISES. 

Races in Chariots, of? Horfcback and on Foot, Wrcjlhrs, 
Pernor atlajls (B oxers J , £hmt-P layers , Vaulters^ 
Gladiators* 

The GymnafUc Games of the ancients were efta- 
bliflied in times of the mo ft remote antiquity* It 
is from the reftoration of them at Ells, m Olym- 
pian that the true hi (lory and chronology of the 
Greeks begins. Their objects were Military 
Exercifes, and to act] u ire agility , addrefs, and 
valour, which decided the Tate of battles, cre- 
ated emulation, and roufed men to rifk every 
clanger. There were the fchool and exhibition of 
the only virtue which was then regarded, mili- 
tary virtue, Thefe games degenerated, at laft, 
into mere parade, and amu foments for the com- 
mon people, fanclified by religion both at Rome 
and in Greece, or into fimpic exercifes for 
health, as appears by a work of Galen. ]n 
whatever point of view we con filler them, they 
are too much neglected at prefent. We have 
the* parade, military exercifes, and martinets, 
fufficicnt for all the great military evolutions ; 
but, have we any to form the mind, the heart, 
or the body of the foidicr ? The confequcnccs 
are melancholy, and do little credit to the 
prefent age, which thinks itfelf more enlight- 
ened than ail that have gone before. 

We are tormented with a number of difeafes 
fince we have loft the prudence and the habit 
of preventing or curing them by fu it-able exer- 
cifes. We become dull, henvy, auk ward, and 
embarraffed, becaufe we have not learnt, or 
ceafed to employ the ftrength of our limbs* 
There are foldiers that can fcarcely walk, 
horfemen who know not how to mount their 
horfeSj and failors afraid of their element. 

Notwithstanding all this, we think we are 
fuperior to the ancients, and we fliall continue 
to flatter ourfelves with that perfuation, till a 
fortunate moment arrives, when fome eloquent 
philofopher fhall make us fenfiblc of our folly, 
by difplaying the great advantages which the 
education, the difcipline, and manner of living 
of the ancients had over ours; or rather till a

Nombre d'indifpofitions nous tourmentent 
puifque nous avons perdu la fageffe h, T habi- 
tude de les pre ven ir ou de les gucrir par des 
exercices convenables. On eft lourd, pefant, 
gauche & embarafse puifqu'on n'a jamais appris 
on cefse de fairc ufage de fes, forces St de fes 
membres, II y a des foldats qui ne fcavent 
prefque pas marcher. 11 y a des cavaliers qui 
ne fcavent pas monter a cheval, &; des mate- 
lots enrayes de leur element. 

Non obftant tout cela nous croyons avoir 
Tavantage fur les anciens, &c nous continuerons 
de nous en flatter, jufqu'au moment heureux, 
qu'un philofophe eloquent nous fera fentir 110- 
tre folic, en devcloppant les grands avantages 
que leur education, leur difcipiinc & leur ma- 
niere de vivre avait fur la notrc, ou plutot juf- 
qu ? au moment plus heureux encore, quand un 

lcgillateur 
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moment fiill more happy arrives, when fame 
legiilator, or military philofopher, fhall have 
taught us to relifli and adopt them anew. 

1 do not view thefe games with the prejudices 
%vhich are too common among antiquarians ; 
nor with a predilection for matters of dancing, 
fencing, riding, w reft ling, or boxing. Their 
merit has been difeufTed bv phiJofophcrSj by 
phyficians, and by military men ; among the 
latter, 1 cannot help mentioning a Latin dif- 
courfe upon the fubje&, which Baron Grot- 
haufs pronounced in 1 7 7 in the univerfitv of 
Gottingen, and which deferves the greatefc at- 
tention ; as the author has fince proved both by 
his own and his fervants' example, that nothing 
is wanting but relblution to attain, by proper 
exercifes, the agility, activity and A length of 
the ancient fo Idler. .After having ferved his 
military apprenticeihip during fix glorious cam- 
paigns, under Prince Ferdinand of Brunjwick, 
and afiiiiing General Paoli in his retreat from' 
the illand of Corlica, he added to Ins experience 
under Frederic the Great, in his laft campaign 
in Bohemia, and under the reigning Duke of 
Urunfwick, at the lait revolution in Holland. 
Consequently, he has good reafons to jttftify his- 
wifli for railing and forming a body of troops 
upon the principle? of the ancients, who never 
negledled the forming of the individuals as the 
fprings of thofe bodies or great machines they 
compofe. He has travelled a great deal, and it 
is from choice that he has made very long jour- 
n'res on foot, without minding whether there 
are rivers in his way, for lie can pafs them by 
fwimming.

The Agonothctes^ or Crier f who gave 
the fignal for fetting off, is feen in the foreground 
of this engraving, which gives a better idea of the 
interior of the Circus, than any monument of an- 
tiquity that we know* 

On the two fides are the repofiiories for the 
chariots ; at the bottom, and beyond the Spina, 
are feen the fpectators in a kind of boxes, which 
are on both fides of a colonade, or entrance of the 
Circus. 

A grand and magnificent engraving, which like 
other monuments of the fame kind, may furnifh 
very j uft ideas for the improvement, conftrudtion, 
decoration, and police of thofe fine race -grounds, 
which are in different parts of the kingdom, but 
particularly at Newmarket, Plate XLV1I.

*W e have admired him oftener than once in the 
riding- fchool, built fome years ago by his father, 
near We ftmi niter bridge, in form of a rotunda and 
amphitheatre. He is a hand fome young man, 
made like Achilles, who w r as the faired of the 
Greeks. To his addrefs, ftrength, and mafculine 
beauty-, he adds an activity fo graceful, that he 
may be viewed while executing the mo ft hardy 
feats of addrefs and ikill in balancing, without 
the leart apprehenfion of danger ; fo that one 
might almoft be tempted to look upon him as a 
being lefs material and lefs heavy than the prefent 
fublunary fpeciesof the human race. It was from 
fuch models that the ancients itudied and invented 
the forms of their heroes and deities.
